4 BILL TO ABOLISH THE ARMY 
OF POLITICAL POSTMASTERS. 


MR. LODGE’S ARGUMENTS IN FAVOR 
OF HIS PROPOSITION—THE OPPOSI- 
TION OF THE SPOILSMEN—FEATURES 
OF THE MEASURE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Before the House 
Committee on Reform in the Civil Service, to- 
day, Representative Henry Cabot Lodge (Rep., 
Mass.) appeared to support the bill he intro- 
duced last month concerning the appointment 
of fourth-class Postmasters. According to his 
meagure, the Postmaster General shall make 
these appointments upon the recommendation of 
citizens regarding fitness. Under oath each ap- 
plicant mast give full information on these sub- 
jects: 

First—Full name, residence, and Post Office ad- 
dress. 

Second—Citizenship; ifanaturalized citizen, when 
and where naturalized. 

Thirad—Time and place of birth. 

FourtA—Education. 

fUth—Wealth and physical capacity for service. 

Sizth—Previous employment, if any, in the mili- 
tary, nayal, or civil service of the United States. 

Seventi—Busivess or employment, and residence 
for the previous five years. 

Bighth— Whether ever convicted of, or at the time 
under indictment for, any crime; and if so, what. 

Ninth—The particular building where the appli- 
cant proposes to establish the Post Office, and 
whether in connection with any other business; and 
if so, what. 

Other provisions of the bill are these: The Post- 
master General shall not, for political reasons 
or upon political grounds, appoint, nor a Post 
Office Inspector recommend for appointment, 
any person to the otflice of Postmaster of a 
fourth-class Post Office, and they shall prevent, 
so far as they are able, any person from disclos- 
ing the political connections or opinionsof any 
applicant. 

No certificate shall be signed by any person 
holding any office or place in or under the Fed- 
eral or any State Government, and no applica- 
tion paper, notice, certificate, or inquiry shall 
call for or furnish any information concerning 
the political history, affiliation, or preferences 
of an applicant, and no paper or communication 
containing such information shall be considered 
or received. 

Mr. Lodge said that, as the result of the pres- 
ent system of appointing fourth-class Postmas- 
ters, they have been selected for political rea- 
sons rather than on the score of fitness. The 
present system takes up the time of members 
and of the head of the department which might 
be better employed. The Constitution never 
intended that these officers should be appointed 
in this way. There were about 60,000 tourth- 
class Postmasters and the average salary was 
$166. The bill under discussion sought to re- 
store the appointment of these men to the Post 
Office Department. 

*Itis said in the annual discussions in the 
House on civil service reform,” Mr. Lodge con- 
tinued, “that competitive examinations do not 
result in the desired reform, and that the heads 
of departments shoald be allowed to select their 
own subordinates. There is no doubt that if 
politics were put aside the heads of all depart- 
ments would select the best men for the place, 
hecause they want to have a successful adwin- 
istration. The bill is designed to meet the 
claims of those who believe that heads of de 
partments should select their ownsubordinates. 

* This bill gives the Postmaster General the 
right, which he now practically does not have, 
of appointing his own Postmasters, and it 
places the responsibility ———_ upon his 
shoulders, and if there is anything wrong he is 
responsible. It does not leave the yg AE 
to Senators and Representatives, who have ro 
legal or constitutional right to do such a thing. 
The bill will take away from the Congressman 
the need of worry about these offices and leave 
him free to attend to the legitimate public and 
private business of his constituents.” 

Mr. Lodge said he had never seen a Senator or 
Representative who would not be glad to get 
rid of this part of his duties. ’ 

Representative Raines (Rep., N. Y.,) of the 
ecinmittee said that there were now about three 
pandidates for each of the 60,000 post offices. 
Under the system proposed by the bill this 

umber would be increased to ten perhaps. 

ould not this largely increase departmental 
expenses! 

. Lodge admitted that it might increase 
slightly the force of Post Office Inspectors, but 
he thought that, because of the reduced number 
of changes under a non-partisan system, and the 
fact that in some cases the selection could be 
made without actually sending an Inspector to 
the office, the expense would not be much 
greater. 

Mr. Raines, who is potatoe if not partisan, ex- 
pressed the opinion that all the Postmasters 
should be removed for political reasons. 

Mr. Harries (Dem., Minn.) aleo thought it 
hard that an applicant who had thoroughly 
reformed should be required to state, in his ap- 
lication, whether he had been convicted of 
crime. 

Mr. Lodge said that he did not wish to do any- 
thing except help a man who had reformed, but 
that he need not necessarily be helped by being 
put yy office. 

Mr. Lodge stated that he intended to make the 
indorsement of a Senator or Representative an 
absolute disqualification tor av applicant for 
Seg but he tound that the provision 
had been omitted from the draft of the bill 
before the committee. 

No action was taken on the bill at to-day’s 
meeting, but it is in the hands of a sub-commit- 
tee consisting of Mr. Andrew, (Dem., Mass.,) 
Mr. Coombs, (Dem., N. Y.,) and Mr. Harries, 
(Dem., Minn.) All of the sub-committee but 
Mr. Coombs were present at to-day’s heuring, 
with several other members of the full commit- 
tee. Mr. Lodge’s bill is essentially different 
from Mr. Sherman Hoar’s, (Dem., Mass.) It 
deals with fourth-class offices slone, while Mr. 
Hoar’s deals with the Presidential offices and 
abolishes the four years’ term for them.

THREE DAYS FOR SILVER. 
Silver men and anti-silver men in Congress 
have a week in which to think over the silver 
question before being called upon to adopt a 


rule to give three days to silver dis- 
cussion. Such a rule was the out- 
come to-day of the pressure that has 
been brought upon the Committee on Rules for 
weeks. The form of the rule is not entirely sat- 
isfactory to the zealous men on either side. It 
gratifies the silver men by giving them a day, 
but it does not assure them that the 
bill shall pass. It disappoints the anti-silver 
men, who desired to see the bill indeflinitely 
postponed, but the failure of a provision for 
shutting offdebate and applying the previous 
question gives tuem hope that they may be 
able to get the bill out of the way without do- 
ing much damage to the party in the country. 

It was early inthe day when Mr. Catchings 
(Dem., Miss.,) reported a resolution from the 
Committee on Rules, providing that on Tuesday 
next, immedidately after the morning hour, 
the House shall proceed to the considera- 
tion of the Silver bill, and if the bill ahould 
be not sooner disposed of, to continue the con- 
sideration of it on the succeeding Wednesday 
and Thursday. The resolution was ordered 
printed, and Mr. Catchings gave notice that he 
would ask the House to consider it on Monday 
morning next. 

There was no discussion of the resolution on 
the floor. Among the members it was generally 
talked of, and with differing opinions as to 
the result. The silver men, who do not 
see any provision made for stopping debate, 
may ask for an amendment to permit, 
after three days of discussion, to move, at an 
hour to be named, for the previous question, 
with limitation of the number of dilatory mo- 
tions that shall be entertained after the previ- 
ous question has been ordered. 

Whatever may become of the resolution to 
fix a day to consider the bill, it will not under 
the most favorable circumstances get before 
the House until nearly a month has passed. To 
the anti-silver men this delay is considered a 
valuable one, as it may serve to convince 
some of the uninstructed that the passage 
of the Silver bill will be prejudicial to 
the welfare of the Democrats in the campaign. 
The silver men, who are not all as impatient as 
they were, but nearly all just as much under 
district influence as ever, accept the slight 
favor shown to silver as again, believing that 
the vote will come out all right if the anti-silver 
men do not filibuster against a vote. 

Just there occurs the chance for a*doubt. 
The opponents of free silver, some of them more 
determined than others, know that their con- 
stituents will not approve any half-way per- 
formances on their part. Should a silver bill 
get through the House by any neglect of theirs, 
they and their party would have to bear the 
blame for the error. 

The Committee on Rules probably expected 
that opposition would rise, for if it had been as- 
sumed that the resistance would be short the 
resolution would have made the bill a continu- 
ing order until disposed of. By giving the bill 
three days, and uo more, the opposition is 
afforded a chance to fillibuster atthe close of 
the third day and to use up that day in asking 
for recesses, adjournments, indefinite postpone- 
inent, and for other things that the majority 
mar not be inclined to grant. 

he Republicans like Walker, (Mass..) Bou- 
telle, (Maine,) and Stone, (Penn.,) are not pre- 
pared to say yet whether they will assist 
the anti-silver Democrats or compel the 
Democrats to settle the question among 
themselves. They can stay in the 
House and refrain from voting without 
danger of appearing on the record. By ab- 
stention from all action they will show 
just how small or large the number 
ot Democratic sound-money men is in 
the House. That will be useful for 
campaign purposes,and the traditional standing 
of the party will save the Republican members 
from any charge of being silver men who were 
afraid to vote. :

CHARGED WITH IRREGULAR CONDUCT 
AS AN INSPECTOR. 


A morning newspaper yesterday printed a 
story of corruption in the Controller's office. 
The charge was stealing, false swearing, and 
other iniquitous conduct on the part of Henry 
B. Masterson, Inspector of Weights and Meas- 
ures in the First District. 

Controller Myera said that after hearing the 
story he had subpwnaed Masterson to appear 
before him, and the case would be investigated 
and the truth reached in a day or two. 

Isaac 8. Barrett, chief bookkeeper in the 
Finance Department, said Masterson had come 


down yesterday and brought his monthly report 
for February, which had not yet been examined. 
The department would go through his January 
report, and if irregularities were found he 
would be promptly dismissed. Masterson was 
appointed by the Mayor, and the Mayor's office 
would take any subsequent action which might 
be necessary. The whole amount of money in- 
volyed in the matter was very little more than 
Masterson’s salary, which had not been paid and 
would not be until the matter was straightened 
out. If he were guilty he would be arrested for 
embezzlement. 

The whole affair wie to have originated 
in a personal squabble between a small trades- 
man and Samuel R. Porter, Jr., Sealer of Weights 
and Measures in the First District, over the 
sealer’s fee. The tradesman got angry and em- 
ployed a lawyer to go through the accounts in 
the Controller’s office. with the result of the 
alleged astounding disclosures. 

At the Mayor's office it was said Masterson 
had been sent for, but had not arrived.

CAMDEN, N. J., Feb. 29.—Walt Whitman’s con- 
dition is reported to-night much worse than for 
several) days past, the aged poet not resting as 
easily as he hag been doing. He was greatly 

leased at having read to him a sympathetic 
etter from Alfred Tennyson, which was re- 
ceived to-day. The physician does not express 
himself as looking for immediate dissolution, 
but says it may come at any time. 





A FULL OROP OF KENNEBEO ICE. 

AvuaGustTA, Me.. Feb. 29.—The cold snap of the

TRIED TO KiLL THE JUDGE.

DESPERATE FIGHT WITH A PRISONER IN 


AN INDIA COURTROOM. 


BomBAY, Feb. 29.—A report of a sensational 
occurrence in a courtroom was received here 
to-day from Nagpur, (City of Serpents,) capital 
of the Central India Provinces. 

A murder trial is in progress there, the ac- 
cused being a native of India. One of the ex- 
hibits of the proseoution was a hatchet which 
had been used in the commission of the crime. 
This implement was lying upon a table in front 
of the Judge’s bench. The trial was proceeding 
in duecourse, when suddenly, without the court 
attendants having an inkling of what his inten- 
tions were, the prisoner with a bound sprang 
from the dock and seized the hatchet. 

Instantly consternation prevailed in the court- 
room among the lawyers, court attendants, and 
spectators. Many of the spectators made a 
rush for the outside of the building to escape 
the danger they thought was threatening. Be- 
fore the warders could regain their presence of 
mind the native sprang toward Judge Venner, 
who was presiding at the trial, and, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the latter to ward off the 
blow aimed at his head, the native struck him, 
inflicting a severe scalp wound. 

Before the infuriated culprit could raise the 
hatchet to strike asecond blow he was grasped 
from behind by three or four of the warders. 
He seemed to be endowed with maniacal 
strength, for the warders could not hold him. 
The veins in his forehead and neck stood out 
like whipcords and his black eyes gleamed with 
fury as he struggled in the embrace of his 
would-be captors. The native still retained his 
hold upon the keen-edged hatchet, and had it 
been possible for him to have got his hands free 
he, no doubt, would have killed some of the 
warders. The latter, however, knew the danger 
of letting the infuriated man get his hands 
loose, and, though they were unable to pinion 
him orto wrest the hatchet from his grasp, 
they so held him that it was impossible for him 
to do more than strike short forearm blows. 

These sufficed to inflict a pumber of quite bad 
cuts on the warders. Finally, after a long strug- 
‘gle, with the aid of some of the court attendants, 
the hatchet wassecured, and the man was se- 
curely manacled. During the contest some of 
the persons in the courtroom cried, ‘“ Kill him! 
Kill him!” but the warders used no more vio- 
lence than was absolutely necessary to subdue 
the prisoner. The scene haa never been equaled 
in the Indian courts. Though Judge Venner’s 
wound 1s quite a bad one, scarcely any doubt is 
entertained of his recovery. 





TO-DAY’S DUTCHESS ELECTIONS. 


REPUBLICANS EXPECT TO CONTROL THE 
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Feb. 29.—The town 
elections in Dutchess County occur to-morrow, 
and everywhere there seems to be as much in- 
terest felt ason theeve of a Presidential eiec- 
tion. For three days messengers have been 
coming and going on both sides, between the 
towns and the city. It looks asif the vote will 
be as heavy as on Presidential election day. 

There are two facts uncontradicted: The Re- 
publicans in every town are pulling together, 


while there are many Democrats throughout the 
county who are against the Hill leaders of the 
party, and will vote to rebuke them. The 
money question also enters into the contest, 
both sides hav ing plenty of it, notwithstanding 
both sides claim differently. The Democrats 
are howling through their organ against 
“bribery and corruption,’ while at the same 
time scores of their workers came here last 
Saturday and went home laden with money. 
The Republicans, however, claim that they will 
havea majority inthe Board of Supervisors 
when the polls cloge to-morrow night. 

The Hon. Obed Wheeler was here to-day. 
When asked why no Republican was nominated 
in his town for Supervisor he gaid he was sur- 
prised when he heard of it, but if was too late to 

o anything aboutit. He said he had been told 
that a nomination would be made, and he was 
ready to use every effort to make the nominee 
win, buta filed agreement in the office of the 
Town Clerk at Dover that the system of alterna- 
tion should be carried out during the year was 
the cause of no nowination being made, and 
therefore the union ticket with a Democrat at 
the head prevailed, for which he did not want to 
be held responsible. He said he had been tn- 
justly criticised after having made s vigorous 
tight for Republican principles during the past 
tour or five months. 





HILL’S MISSISSIPPI TRIP. 


IT IS LIKELY TO DISGUST SOME OF HIS 
FOLLOWERS IN THAT STATE. 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 29.—Gov. Stone to-day 
received a telegram from David B. Hill of New- 
York saying he could not address the Legislat- 
ure, as per invitation extended, on March 5, but 


would do so on the 15th if the Legislature re- 
mained in session so long. The Governor sent 
& message to the House inclosing the telegram. 
The House adopted a resolution stating that 
March 15 would be acceptable to the body, and 
it is considered settled that Senator Hill will be 
here at that time. 

Senator Hill’s epeerete here are not at all 
sure of the effect of such a visit at this time, and 
they would have been glad to see him decline. 
They state as their reason that to come here 
purely on an electioneering tour will not be fh 
wood taste for a man who aspires to the Presi- 
dency. Again, such a visit, they say, will call 
forth a combination of the friends of the other 
aspirants, and cause a degrece of activity on 
the part of local leaders that is not at all desir- 
able. There is no doubting the fact that those 
who have no particular interest in politics look 
with open disfavor on the spectacle of a Presi- 
dential aspirant making a personal canvass to 
secure the nomination, and such a course on the 
partof Hill will cost him dearly in this State. 





RIOTING IN TRIPOLI. 


THE ARABS OBJECT TO BEING LIABLE 
TO CONSCRIPTION. 


LoXDON, Feb. 29.—A dispatch from riroll 
announces that there has been serious rioting 
there, growing out of the issuing of a firman by 
the Sultan making natives liable to conscription, 
from which they have hitherto been exempt. 

While an official was reading the firman to the 
public in the market place he was attacked and 
beaten by a mob and the document tornup. A 
detachment of cavalry had to be called out to 
disperse the mob. Soon afterward thovsands 
of Arabs assembled outside the walls of the city 
and advanced to the gates, demanding the with- 
drawal of the firman. The Arabs have already 
had an encounter with the troops, several being 
killed and many wounded. 

The Europeans living in the vicinity have 
taken refuge in the city. Business is entirely 
suspended.

THE AKABA’S GRAVE PERIL 


ABANDONED BY HER CONSORT IN 
A FURIOUS GALE. 


THE SATURN’S TOWING HAWSER PART- 
ED AND, HERSELF CRIPPLED, SHE 
WAS FORCED TO LEAVE THE DIS- 
ABLED VESSEL TO HER FATE. 


The hardy attempt made by the Boston Tow- 
boat Company’s vessel Saturn to tow the big 
English steamship Akaba across 1,200 miles of 
stormy seas has had a termination potential 
with disaster. The result of the enterprise 
has been summed up with pitiful brevity 
ina message from Newport News, saying that 
the Saturn, crippled and outworn by her long 
struggle against wind and wave, had put into 
that port with a broken propeller, having been 
forced to abandon her charge at a time when 
the helpless vessel was most in need of aid. 

Chafed and weakened by the long strain upon 
it, the steel hawser which connected the Saturn 
with her tow suddenly snapped while the two 
vessels were laboring past the dreaded cape of 
storms in the teeth of a furious gale. 

Capt. Wylie, who commands the Saturn, 
says he was forced to abandon his consort 
because of the accident to his propellor 
and the breaking of the towline at a time 
when the wind was blowing a strong gale 
from the northeast. When a sailor describes 
the violence of the wind as a strong gale 
one may bo gure it will come very near a lands- 
man’sideaofahurricane. Butitdoesnotrequire 
much imagination or the expert knowledge of a 


mariner to a the danger to which the 
Akaba and her crew of thirty-five men are 
exposed—a helpless steamship, anchored 
twenty miles out at sea, a gale from the north- 
east making a lee shore of a coast which is 
strewn with wrecks throughout every mile of 
its treacherous length. 

No further tidings of the ill-fated craft had 
been received at a late hour last night, nor is it 
pea that any will be unless brought by the 

ife savers of the North Carolina coast. The best 
ground tackle ever carried cannot hold a vessel 
when exposed to the full sweep of wind and 
wave, and uuless something of the nature of a 
iuiracle interyened, the Akaba snapped her 
cables soon after letting her anchors go. 

The Akabais a 3,000 ton British steamship. 
She disabled her machinery at sea while 
making passage from Marseilles to New- 
Orleans. She drifted helplessly before the 
wind until sighted by the American steamship 
George W. Clyde, which towed her to Turk’s 
— , ® narrow strip of land lying north of 

Juba. 

The underwriters who held insurance on the 
disabled vessel engaged the Saturn to tow the 
vessel to this port. 

The Saturn, which had been sent to the assist- 
ance of the stranded Venezuela, was in Phila- 
delphia, where she had gone after the Venezuela 
had been tloated. Ina short timeshe was ready 
for the now enterprise, the equal of which 
had never before Leen attempted. She made 
the run to Turk’s Island in four days, and on 
Feb. 17 left that point with the Akaba in tow. 

A little West Indian steam fruiter, the Henry 
Dumois, passed the two vessels nearly a week 
ago south of Cape Hatteras. The Dumoijs had 
hardly sunk the two behind the horizon before 
she was caught in a furious hurricane. 
Herreport caused some apprehensions for the 
safety of the Saturn and her tow. These were 
lulled Sunday night by a report from the 
observers at the Highlands that both ships had 
been sighted coming into the harbor. The re- 
port was erroneous, caused by the appearance 
of the steamship Vandyckin tow of another, 
and as they could not be distinguished 
at that hour the observer made the natural 
error of supposing they were the long-looked- 
for Saturn and Akaba. The Saturn and her 
sister ship, the Orion, were built for towing pur- 
poses. The difficulties of towing a large steam- 
ship on the ocean become manifest as soon as 
the deepsea swell is felt underfoot. The 
hawsers are alternately sagging to the water's 
edge and taut as bars of steel. The iron bitts to 
which they are fastened become loosened, and. 
unless extraordinarily strong, break short off 
under the strain. The hawsers part in 
a gale of wind, and the tow drifts 
away to leeward, and if at night time 
is frequently lost in the darkness. After weeks 
of hard endeavor, many a skipper has dropped 
arich derelict with a sea blessing on her head, 
sorry that he ever met her. 

To obviate some of these difficulties, the 
Saturn was fitted with anew device which was 
expected to simplify the problem of ocean tow- 
ing. It was an arrangement by which the tow- 
line unreeled when the strain upon it exceeded 
@ certain tension, and was automatically 
rewound when reduced to the normal strain. 
Capt. Wylie intimates in his message to the 
agents that the breaking of the hawser was in 
no way due tothe new device, but was caused 
by the line chafing against the bow of the 
Akaba. 

As near as can be ascertained, the line parted 
*Baturday night, while the two vessels were off 
Body’s Island. They had been there for sev- 
eral days, struggling against. heavy adverse 
winds, without making any appreciable prog- 
ress. It is not definitely known how the accident 
to the Saturn’s propeller occurred, but the sup- 
position is that a partof the broken hawser 
wound round the screw before the engines 
could be stopped. 

As soon as the Saturn reached Newport News 
and reported the perilous positionof the Akaba, 
two large ocean-going tugs, the Underwriter 
and Taurus, were sent to the disabled vessel's 
assistance. If all reports received from that 
point are correct, no one can be very sanguine 
about the result of their mission. 

Many h‘storic wrecks line the shoals on which 
the Akabsa must drift unless saved by some ex- 
traordinary means. Itis the graveyard of hun- 
dreds of ships, and the wrecks have usually 
been attended with frightful loss of life. There the 
tirst monitor went down,and near by lie the bones 
of the: United States sloop-of-war Huron, 
wrecked Noy. 24, 1877, when only four officers 
and thirty men were saved out of a crew of 139. 
The bodies of 110 men and 2 women, washed 
ashore from the steamship Metropolis, strewed 
the beach soon after the Huron’s memorable 
disaster. 

These are only a few of the notable instances 
where shipping has come to grief on that ca- 
lamitous shore. 

Body’s Island, off which the Akaba is making 
a battle for life, with fate against her, is a 
long, narrow, and low strip of sand, separating 
Albemarle and Reanoke Sounds from the Atlan. 
tic. Its south extremity is at Oregon Inlet, two 
miles north of which is a lighthouse 150 feet 
high—one of the tallest structures of its kind 
in the United States. 

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 29.—One of the hands of 
the steamer Yedmandale reports that they 


sighted a steamer ashore off Body Island which 
he thinks may be the Akaba.

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THIRTEEN NEW TYPHUS CASES.

NINE OF THEM FOUND IN ONE HOUSE IN 
° TWELFTH STREET. 


The discovery of thirteen new cases of typhus 
fever yesterday alarmed the sanitary authori- 
ties, for they had become impressed with the 
idea that the outbreak had spent its force, 
Seven of the new cases developed among the 
Massilia’s passengers quarantined in the lodg- 
ing house of the United Hebrew Charities at 42 


East Twelfth Street, and the other six were 
among persona who had come in contact with 
these unfortunate passengers. 

The sick persons found at 42 East Twelfth 
Street were Herman Finklestein, aged eight- 
een; Lazar Droste, twenty-two; Sarah Graeger, 
eight; Dora Decker, eighteen; Rebecca Decker, 
tweuty; Solomon Perlstein, thirty-one; Joseph 
Praeger, tive; Morris Rudman, twenty-eight, 
and Samuel Markiecowski, twenty-seven. The 
seven first named were passengers on the 
Massilia. Markieowskiis the manager of the 
lodging house, and Rudman was employed 
there as cook. 

Two cases were found at 49 Pike Street, where 
® number of the Massilia’s passengers had 
lodged before they were removed to 5 Essex 
Street. Fannie Siegel, twenty-four years old, 
who lived on the top floor of the house, was 
taken down with the disease yesterday morn- 
ing, and in the afternoon Minna Hagar, twenty- 
four years old, the sister of the proprietor of the 
house, was stricken with typhus. 

Isaac Abramowitz, nineteen years old, was 
found sick at 13 Forsyth Street. His father, a 
tailor, works in a ‘‘sweater’s” shop at 85 Mon- 
roe Street, where a group of the Massilia’s pas- 
sengers boarded for a few days. Isaac was in 
the habit of visiting his father at the Monroe 
Street house. 

Nathaniel Davis, who was taken to Bellevue 
Hoapitalin a Gouverneur Hospital ambulance 
from a Bowery lodging house on Saturdayjnight, 
was found yesterday to have developed typhus. 
He was detained in the lodging room at Belle- 
vue Hospital until yesterday, when he was 
taken to North Brother Islan 

Henry Dowd, a relative of the proprietor of 49 
Pike Street, was also taken from Bellevue Hos- 
pital to North Brother Island. He had devel- 
oped typhus while under observation at the hos- 
pital, where it was supposed he was suffering 
Irom pneumonia. 

The breaking out of so many new cases in the 
lodging house 42 East Twelfth Street showed 
conclusively that the house was infected, and 
Dr. Edson recommended that it be at once va- 
cated. One hundred and twenty-tive persons— 
men, women, and children—were transported to 
North Brother Island in the afternoon. They 
will be isolated in tents and pavilions, and be 
made as comfortable as possible. The house will 
be disinfected, and will be kept closed until 
all danger is past. 

The health officer did not succeed yesterday 
in tracing the movements of Nathaniel Davis, so 
asto ascertain at what lodging houses he had 
slept for the last ten days. He had been stop- 
ping at 31 Sheriff Street, but left there three 
weeks ago. He returned there last Thursday 
night and told the woman'from whom he hired 
mroom that he had been sileepingin lodging 
houses. 

Since the outbreak of typhus fifth-three vic- 
tims have been taken from 42 East Twelfth 
Street. The following list comprises the houses 
from which typhus patients have been removed 
and which are now under observation: 42 East 
Twellth Street, 32 and 39 Hester Street, 5 Ks- 
sex Street, 49 Pike Street, 222 Cherry Street, 
85 Norfolk Street, 13 Forsyth Street, 53 Bow- 
ery, 2 Greenwich Street, 85 and 31 Monroe 
Street, 46 Delancey Street, 166 Division Street, 
and 162 Orchard Street. 





DYNAMITE IN PARIS. 


AN EXPLOSION AT THE HOUSE OF THE 
PRINCESS OF SAGAN. 


PARIS, Feb. 29.—Much excitement was caused 
in the fashionable Faubourg St. Germain by an 
explosion early this morning at the residence of 
the Princess of Sagan. 

One of the man servants was sweeping out 
the doorway, when his broom struck two tubes 
that are supposed to have contained dynamite. 
The tubes were thrown against one side of the 
entrance, and instantly there wasa flash anda 
tremendous report. Gendarmes were promptly 
at the scene, and began an investigation of the 
affair. They expressed it as their opinion 
that the explosion was due to dynamite that 
had been placed in the doorway by friends of 
the Anarchists who had been recently arrested. 
They also believe from the incomplete descrip- 
tion given by the man servant of the appear- 
ance cf the tubes that they were part of the lot 
of cartridges stolen from the Seine quarries. 

The windows of the Princess’s residence and 
of a number of the abjoining houses were blown 
to atoms, but otherwise no damage of conse- 
quence was done. The escape of the servant 
from instant death was almost miraculous. He 
was & great deal more frightened than hurt. 
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THE PRESIDENT SHOOTS DUCKS.. 


A NUMBER OF CANVASBACKS FALL BE- 
NEATH HIS AIM. 


NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 29.—After a 5 o’clock 
breakfast this morning President Harrison left 
the hotel at Virginia Beach for the Ragged Isl 
and Gunning Club ducking grounds, accom- 
panied by several members of the club. The 
northeasterly storm was still prevailing, but 


the huntsmen predicted better weather as the 
day advanced. ‘This forecast proved accurate, 
and the weather, while cloudier and rainy at 
times, has been fine for ducking in the marshes 
along the coast. The party drove along the 
beach a distance of twelve miles in oarriages 
and arrived at the club about 12 o’clook. 

Mr. 8. E. Crittenden has received the follow- 
ing telephone from the Ragged Island Club 
House:

Word was sent to Police Headquarters and to 
the Aqueduct Commission's office that all was 
ready for the shift. Mr. Voorhis hurried into 
the Mayor’s private office and was carefully 
concealed there for about a quarter of an hour, 
in which he wrote out his resignation as a Com- 
missioner. Then the Mayor sauntered in and 
invited Mr. Voorhis out into the open office, 
where he was sworn in as a Justice and con- 
gratulated. The Mayor said that he hoped he 
would enjoy his new position, and then he 
turned his attention to John C. Sheehan, who 
had come in. 

“Send in your resignation as Secretary of the 


Aqueduct Commission,” said the Mayor, and. 
Mr. Sheehan obligingly sat down and wrote it » 


out. Then the Mayor swore in Mr. Sheehan as 
a Police Commissioner, and the trick was done. 

The Tammany folks speak of it as a very neat 
thing in the game of local politics. By taking 
Voorhis out of the Police Board and putting 
Sheehan in, the Mayor tightens the grip of Tam- 
many on the Police Department. By making 
Voorhis a Police Justice he ties him up to Tam-

Voorhis, however, didn’t stay out of a job very 
long. In 1881 Mayor Grace appointed him a 
Dock Commissioner, and he served in that 
capacity until May, 1385, when Mayor Grace 
made hima Police Commissioner ayain to fill 
the unexpired term of Commissioner Matthews, 
to whum was given Voorhis’s place as a Dock 
Commissioner. Voorhis was uw leader in the 
County Democracy until 1890, when he got out 
and started “ Little Tammany.” 

Sheehan’s appointment shows that Tammany 
and the Lieutenant Governor understand each 
other very well. John C. Sheehan was born in 
Buffalo and grew up to be a political boss there. 
Six years ago, when he determined to seek his 
fortune in New-York, he dropped his political 
mantle on the shoulders of William. The new 
Police Commissioner had quite an experience in 
Buffalo. After being admitted to the bar he 
began to push himself politically. He was 
elected one of the Assessors of B o when 
just past twenty-one years of age. He was 
twice elected Controller of that city. When he 
ran for Clerk of Erie County in 1882 he was de- 
feated. He laid’the foundation for the machine 
which the Lieutenant Governor now manipu- 
lates in Buffalo. 

He was made Secretary of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission in 1886, and then he came to this city 
to live. He promptly joined the Tammany 
forces, and when ex-Alderman James Barker, 
then leader of the Thirteenth District for Tam- 
many, was convicted of a brutal assault upon a 
County Democrat, Sheehan was chosen as leader 
to succeed the — Barker. [n 1891 Sheehan 
was Secretary of the Tammany Committee of 
Twenty-four. He is classed as a very shrewd 
Tammany politician. There is some complaint 
among the old Tammany crowd that Sheehan 
has been advanced too rapidly, but this deal was 
agreed upon long ago by Richard Croker, Mayor 
Grant, and Commissioners Martin and Gilroy 
and Voorhis. 

Wh at the men in the Voorhis D emocracy wo 
are opposed to the course their leader has 
taken will now do is an interesting question.

WaSsuHINGTOXN, Feb. 29.—There was little sur- 
prise manifested to-day about the House of 
Representatives when the news was re- 
ecelved that the Supreme Oourt, on the 
cases brought to test the legality of the 
MeKinley Tariff act, had justified the act 
of Speaker Reed in counting members of the 
House present to make a quorum, although the 
members had refused to vote and had also de- 
cided that the act was effective, notwithstand- 
ing that the bill, as signed, differed from the 
bill agreed upon, the rebate clause for the bene- 
fit of dealers in tobacco having been lost be- 
tween the engrossing room and the President. 

It was generally expected thatthe validity of 
the McKinley act would be sustained, although 
the largest number of instances given in the 
briefs were against the conclusion that it would 
be upheld. The party necessity was 80 great 
that it was generally assumed that the Republic- 
an majority in the court would stand by the 
House. 

There has not been a moment since the quo 
rum question was submitted that the Democrats 
have not been prepared to admit that the court 
world decide as it has decided. Now that the 
Democrats are no longer under the domination 
of the man who made the counting of a silent 
quorum odious, they are not unwilling to admit 
the reasonableness of the principle that a 
man who is a member of the House ought to be 
available for the business purposes of the House 
if he is in sicht. The irritation of the Democrats 
in the first session of the Fifty-first Congress 
was provoked rather by the bullying manner of 
the Speaker than by his reasoning, and now that 
the party iain the majority and may desire to 
get a quorum when it ispresent but not willing 
to. yete, there is’ sometimes a Democrat who 
will admit that there was ne special objection 
to the practice, but that it was so new a prac- 
ties to this coantry that they wanted time to get 
used to it. 

The conservative men on the Democratic side 
are more critical of the decision of the court in 
the case upholding the validity of the whole 
act, although a part of it was omitted after the 
‘two heusee had passed upon it. These men 
agree, too, with Justices Fuller and Lamar, that 
the legislative power isin a way transferred to 
the President in the reciprocity section under 
which the commercial treaties or argreements 
have been made, by which South American and 
West Indian countries have been accorded 
special rates in order to induce thom to buy 
more of the products of the United States. 

Mr. Reed, when he heard of the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the quorum case, said: 
“A very sensible court.” It was generally ex- 
pected that he would take advantage of the 
liberty accorded members who talk on appro- 
priation bills te direct the attention of the Dem- 
ocrats to the decision in his favor. But that is 


. not Mr. Reed’s way. He enjoys the victory that 
his side has won, and he will probably refer to 
it upon an oecasion that seems appropriate, but 
he would scarcely rise to a question of privi 
lege to inform the Democrats that they had 
been “ knocked out.” . 

The fact that the rules adopted by the Fifty- 

‘first Congress were not in themselves particu- 
larly obnoxious was admitted not long ago in 
the House by Mr, Catchings (Dem., Miss.,) when 
he was advocating the adoption of a report from 
the Committee on Rules. He then said that he 
would defy any member of the House to find in 
alithe discussion any objection to the rules 

* themselves. The opposition of the minority 
was'rather to the methods of administration by 
the Chairman of the rules that had been oifered 
tor the contro} of the House. 

in the “no-quorum” case, 
the Dingley Worsted act was attacked by 
Ballin, Joseph & Co., importers. The im 
porters maintained that Speaker Reed's ac- 

ion wasin violation of the Constitution and 
that the act passed in this manner was voici. 
The United States Cireuit Court for the South- 
ern, District of New-York decided against the 
Wnited Statés and in favor of the importers on 
tite ground, so that the case came before tho 
United States Supreme Court adverse to the 
coystituiionality of the “no-quorum” method 
of parliamentary procedure. 

The court, in an opinion by Justice Brewer, 
holds that the “‘no-quorum” rule was valid and 
that the House of Representatives had aright 
to make such a rule, 

An abstractis as follows: 

“ The important question was whether the act of 
May. 9, 1890, (the Worsted act, ) was legally passed, 
The enrolled bili is found in the proper oiice—that of 
the Sécretary of State—authenticated and approved 
in the customary form. ‘There is pothing on its face 
lo suggest any invalidity. Is there anything in 
the facts disciosed by the Journal of the House 
as found by the general appraisers, which vitiates it? 
If cannot be that we can refer to the Journal to im- 
peach @ statute properly authenticated and then 
show by parole evidence that the facts stated in the 
Yournal are not true. The possibility of such imac- 
curacy or falsehood only suggests the unreliability 
pf the evidence and the danger of appealing to it to 
prerthrow that furnished bythe bill enrolled and 
puthenticated by the signatures of the presiding 
pflicers of the two houses anid the President of the 
United States. 

“The Constitution provides that each House may 
fietermine the rudes of its procedure, and the ques- 
tion is as to the validity of i:ule 15 (authorizing the 
count of non-voters present) and not what methods 
the Speaker may adoptto determiue the presence of 
a guorum or what he may place upon the journal. 
Neither do the advantages or disadvantages, the 
wisdom or folly of such & rule preseut any watters 
for judicial consideration. With the courte, the 
question is only one of power. The Constitution em- 
powers each House to determine rules oi proceeding. 
it may not, by its rules, ignore constitutiona) re 
siraints or violate fundamental rights, and there 
should be a reasonable relation between the mode or 
method of proceeding established by the rule and 
the result which is sought to be attained. 

* But within these limitations ail matters of method 
are open to the determination of the House, and it is 
no impeachment of the rule to say that some other 
way would be better, more accurate, or even more 
just. It is no objection to the validity of a rule that 
a different one has been prescribed and in foroe fora 
Jength of time. The power to make rules is not one 
which, once exercised, is exhausted. It ig a continu- 
ous power, always sabject te be exercised by the 
House, and, within the limitations suggested, abso- 
lute and beyond the challenge of any other body or 
tribunal, 

“The Constitution provides that.‘a majority of 
each | House) shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness.’ In other words, when a wajority are present 
the House is in a position to do business. Its ca- 
pacity to transact business ig then established, cre- 
ated br the mere presence of a majority, and does 
not depend upon the disposition or assent or action 
ofany single member er fraction ef the majority 
present. All thatthe Constitution requires is the 
presence of a majority, and when that majority is 
presept the power of the House arises. The Consti- 
tution has prescribed no method of ascertaining the 
presence of a majority, and it is therefore clearly 
Within the competency of the House to prescribe any 
method that shall be reasonably certain to ascertain 
the fact. 

“ There was a quorum present when this bill passod, 
and the question is whether, a quorum being pres- 
ent, the bill received asnfficient number of votes; 
and here the general rule of all parliamentary bodies 
is that when a quorum is present the act of a mwajor- 
ity of the quorum is the act of the body. In the 
United States Constitution there is no such limita. 
tion as is found in certain State Constitutions that a 
majority of all the members elected shall be present 
necessary to the passage of a bill, and therefore the 
genera! iaw of such bodies obtains, ; 

“*If we appeal to the Journal of the Honuse,we find 
thata majority of its members was present when 
the bill passed, a majority creating by the Constitu. 
tion a quorum, with authority to act upon any 
messnre: that the presence of that quoram was de- 
termined in accordance with a reasonable and valid 
rale heretofore adop'ed by the House, and of at 
quorum a majority voted in favor of the bill It 
therefore legally passed the House, and the law as 
found in the office of the Secretary of the Treasury ie 
beyond challenge.”’

GLORIANA’S NEW COMPETITOR NOW ON 
THE WATER. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Feb. 29.—The new forty-six- 
footer Wasp, built by the Herreshoff Company at 
Bristol fer Archibald Rogers of New-York, was suc- 
cessfully Jaunched at Bristol to-day. This yacht was 
designed to defeat the Gloriana, and there were more 
than a hundred persons present to witness the 
launching. Nat G. Herreshoff superintended the ar- 
rangements,and John B. Herreshoff, President of 
the company, was also present. ‘he visitors in- 
cluded Mr. Hyslop, the ofiicial measurer of the New- 
York Yacht Club, and several well-known sporting 
editors. 

When the yacht was released she slid gracefully 
down the ways, and at the end of the run bowed low 
and dipped her kee] into the sea. in the water the 
Wasp looks very much like the Gloriana, although 
there is a radical difference in their Mnes forward 
when seen on the ways. The new yacht has to a 
great extent the model of Gloriana, and, in addition 
to her good gualitics, has improvements which it is 
expected will make ber the winner for the coming 
length season. The Wasp is a longer boat, the ad- 
ditional being in the overhang forward. 

‘the pew yacht’s keel was practically parallel to 
the water line to the jorward end, where there is an 
abrupt break in the profile of three and oue-half feet. 
The stern, from,the top of the lead, runs out in a 
straight line to the bowsprit and has more rake than 
that of the Gloriana, as the lead is further aft. 
The rake of the Wasp is also increased by the 
additional length of water line. There are about 
twenty-four tons of lead on the keel, and the mast- 
head is nearly three feot longer thau that of tho 
Gloriana or twelve feet, which is as great as that of 
the old uinety-foot sloups.

WHISKY TRUST MEN ARRESTED. 


INDICTMENT AGAINST THE OFFICERS AND 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS, 


Cuicaco, Feb. 29.—It is at last definitely 
known that the Federal Grand Jury at Boston 
on Feb. 11 indicted all of the officers and Direct- 
ors of the Cattle Feeding and Distilling Compa- 
ny, better known as the Whisky Trust, for vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law. To-day 
United States Marshal Hitchcock's Deputies 
were engaged in serving warrants for the arrest 
of the indicted mcn. The following are those 
indicted: Joseph B. Greenhut of Peoria, Presi- 
dent of the trust; Herbert L. Terrell of New- 
York, Vice President; William M. Hobart of 
Cincinnati, Treasurer; Warren H. Corning, 
Julius E. French of Cleveland, Ohio; Lewis H. 
Green of Cincinnati, Nelson Morris, George J. 
Gibson, and Peter J. Hennessy of Chicago, D1- 
rectors. Hennessy is also Secretary. He was 


arrested this morning. The other warrants 
issued in this district are for Greenhut, Gibson, 
and Morris. Gibson is supposed to be in this 
city, Greenhut is in Peoria, and Morris is in 
California. 

Word has been received from Peoria that Mr. 
Greenhut was arrested this morning and gave 
bail there in the sum of $10,000 for his appear- 
ance before the United States Court in Boston 
next Monday, where it is understood the cases 
are all to be tried. Mr. Heunessy appeared be- 
fore United States Commissioner Hayne this 
afternoon and was released on $10,000 bail. It 
was decided to make the arreat at this time as 
Mr. Greenhut contemplated going on a visit to 
Europe within a day or two. 

The indictment is against the officers and 
Directors ina body. It is returned as of date of 
the second Tuesday in December last. The de- 
fendants, the indictment charges, purchased, 
rented, or leased the properties of competing 
distilling companies to the number of seventy 
from Aug. 1, 1890, up to the time of tinding 
indictments. They controlled the output of 
these distilleries and sold 66,000,000 gallons at 
prices fixed by them, unjustly, unlawfully, and 
oppressively. 

The indictment then sets out agreements be- 
tween the trusts and Dexter T. Mills, Erastus 
T. Giffield,and John Joyve, whereby, in con- 
sideration of their purchase of trust goods, they 
were to receive rebates of 2 cents per gallon. 
The prices charged, it says, were largely in ex- 
cess of the usual prices at which goodsof the 
kind were sold previous to the organization of 
the trust,and the defendants In so doing counter- 
acted the effects of free competition on the 
price of spiriteand did unlawfully procure great 
sums of money. 

Gibson, it is learned, went to Peoria on Satur- 
day, and a telegram has been sent to the Dep- 
uty there to arrest him. The defense of the 
trust officials will be that they area regularly 
jucorporated company on oa large scale and 
deing business under charter from the State of 
Illinois, and that one company cannot combine 
to create a trust.

ADVANCE GRANTED ON CERTAIN 

WORK—BARONDESS FAINTS, 


After a day of storm and stress, harangues followed 
by decisions which were immediately revoked, and 
bickering which several times nearly precipitated 
riots, the strike of the cloakmakers was ended last 
night, and most of those who left the employ of 
Meyer Jonasson & Co. on Feb. 11 will this morning 
apply for reinstatement. 

Mr. Jonasson sent word to the strikers’ head- 
quarters that he was prepared to receive a commit- 


tee for the adjustment of wages. This committee 
was immediately sent, and after a short conference 
Mr, Jonasgon agreed to increase wages to this ex- 
tent: An increase of 5 cents to finishers and opera 
tors on garments requiring 50 cente worth of work; 
an increase of 10 cents on garments the work o 
which amounted to more than 50 cents; $16 a wee 
to be paid to pressers and $15 a week to tailors. 

Mr. Jonasson later on refused to put hig name to 
any memorandum etating the terms which he had 
at first conceded, although he gave the committee 
his word that he would hold to his bargain. He gave 
a positive refusal, however, to the fequest of the 
committees that all of his non-union employes be 
discharged, and he also refused to abolish the inside 
and outside contract system. 

The atrikers’ committee again returned to head- 
quarters, and after a long discussion a yote was 
taken, and the majority of the strikers signified their 
desire to return to work at the terms offered. 

While a meeting of the strikers was in progress 
yesterday morning Barondess, their leader, who was 
Very weak trom tbe strain of the last two weeks, 
fainted.

ENGLISH MINERS OBSTINATE, 
—_—— 
A PROPOSED STRIKE TO MAINTAIN THE 
PRICE OF WAGES. 


Lonpon, Feb. 29.—It is now estimated that 
450,000 miners will cease work in a fortnight 
in their efforts to prevént the masters from 
putting into effoct the scheme to reduce wages. 
The mining industry throughout Great Britain 
will be greatly affected, the only miners who 
stand aloof from the movemént being those em- 
ployed in South Staffordshire and East Worces- 
tershire. Should the present intentions of the 
miners be carried out and the strike started, 
the branch industries will also be adversely af- 
fected, and it is estimated that close on to 
1,000,000 men will feel the effects of the miners’ 
struggle. 

Tho ogitation is due to the action of mine 
owners in Waies and Cumberland, who gave an 
intimation of their intention to reduce wages 
on the sliding scale principle, owing to the de- 
cline that had occurred in the prices of coal. 
The men refused to accept a reduction, and de- 
clared that the mine owners must make the 
consumers pay. The men offered to make an 
alliance with the coal mine owners and form a 
ring of miners and mine owners to tmnaintain 
rates. The Coal Mine Owners’ Association de- 
clared that this would be impossible, as the 
mine owners outside of the association were cut- 
ting rates. The men then offered, if the present 
rate of wages was maintained, to strike in all 
collieries where prices were reduced below the 
rates of the Coal Mine Owners’ Association. 

The Miners’ Federation declares that since 
1858 it has forced up wages 40 per cent. by hard 
fighting, and that it does not intend to have 
them drop a penny. 

The prices of coal are rapidly rising in Lon- 
don, the figures to-day showing an advance of 
3s. a ton above Saturday’s rates. The increase 
will fall heavily on the poorer classes. It is 
expected that by the end of the week coal will 
sell at 2s. per hundredweight, which will be al- 
most double the usual price. 

The men will stop work on March 12 and will 
remain idle fortwo weeks. This action of the 
miners is due to their desire to restrict the out- 
put and thus advance values and afford the 
masters no grounds on which to reduce wages. 

The effect of the anuouncement of the men 
has been to cause great excitement at the Lon- 
don Coal Exchange. Coal merchants are refus- 
ing to accept orders at fixed rates, for they can 
form no estimate as to the extent of the ad- 
vance that is bound to follow the shutting off of 
the supply. 

One effect of the strike will be the throwing 
outof employment ofa large number of iron- 
workers. Many of the ironmasters threaten to 
close down their works if the miners carry out 
their intention to curtail the supply of fuel

SCHEME FOR ITS SALE TEM- 
PORARILY SIDE-TRACKED. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 29.—The scheme to gobble up the 
‘Western Maryland Railroad was temporarily side- 
tracked to-night. The question came up in the 
City Council on a resolution declaring the sale 
of the road inadvisable. The intention of 
the politicians was to defeat it, but the public clamor 
Was so great that they got soared and a substitute 
was adopted appointing a committee to investigate 
the property. 

The West Virginia Central people, or, as they are 
locally known, “the Davis-Gorman-Elkins-Blaine 
crowd,” had mapped out one of the coolest 
grab games in the history of the State. 
By skillful work they got through the Legis- 
lature the broadest charter ever granted to 


a Maryland railroad. When the people did read it, 
after its passage, they saw what it really msant, The 
sohemers had all the practical politicians here on their 
side, and they expec to get the thing through 
the City Council. Their bill was prepared 
and everything was in readiness for more legislative 
railroading when the publication of their intention 
was made in THE TIMES of last bdpnmnene 3 A The 
Council met that night, and so much opposition was 
manifested that the ordinance was kept back,

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE JOINT 
AGENCY AND OUTSIDE AGENTS. 


Commissioner L. P. Farmer of the Trunk Line As- 
sociation Passenger Department believes that he 
has perfected an arrangement by which there will be 
harmony of interests in the handlingof the immi- 
grant traffic at this port. An agreement has been 
entered into between the joint ticket agency main- 
tained by the trunk lines on Ellis Island and the 
outside agente who do business there by which all 
ofthe immigrant passenger tratiic between New- 
York and Chicagois to be ronted by the trunk line 
agenoy. 

That agency will continue to pay to the steamship 
companies a commission of 10 per cent. on all immt- 


grant passengers turned over to it, and it will also 
pay the same commission, in the shape of ‘‘a com- 
mercial allowance,” to the outside agents, the com- 
mission in each case not to exceed $2. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway, which was invited 
to come into the joint agency some time ago, has ac- 
cepted the offer, with limitations. General Agent E. 
V. Skinner has agreed to work with the combination 
so far asdetting the joint agency ticket the Cana- 
dian Pacific passengers from Ellis Island to Prescott 
and Montreal, the trunk-line connecting points with 
the Canadian Pacific Road. The Canadian Pacific 
tickets were placed on sale at the joint agency yes- 
terday. Immigrants going through to Chicago or 
beyond will have to be reticketed at Prescott or 
Montreal. 

Commiasioner Farmer said yesterday thatthe ex- 
isting points of difference between the joint agency 
and the Canadian Pacific Road were very tritiing, 
and he believed that there would be an amicable set- 
tiement of them very soon.

TERMINAL PLANS. 


A REPORT THAT R. 8. HAYES HAS BEEN 
OFFERED THE PRESIDENCY. 


The Olcott committee met last night to discuss the 
final details of the Richmond Terminal reorganiza- 
tion scheme. Allof the terms of the plan, it was 
said, had been agreed upon, and the only remaining 
question to be settled was the formation of the syndi- 
cates to Carry out the financial part of the plan. It 
is probable that the committee will have its report 
ready for public perusal to-day or to-morrow. 

The scheme agreed upon requires that the large 
sum of $35.000,000 shall be raised for the purpose of 
paying of! floating debts and placing the new corpo- 
ration which is to succeed the Richmond Terminal 
Company ona solid financial basis. It has been the 
hope of hose interested in the reorganization that 
this money will be raised by two separate, but co- 
operating, syndicates. The new securities will be 
distributed in some such way as this: A cash pay- 
ment of $8,000 will secure $10,000 in 4 per cent. 
consolidated bonds,. $1,500 in income bonds, and 
$2,500 in preferred stock. The present stockholders 
will be offered the privilege of coming in on these 
terms, The syndicates will take the securities on 
the same basis, with the exception that they will re- 
ceive 242 per cent. cash commission for their services 
in underwriting the new securities. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 29.—After the refusal of 
Albert Fink of this city to accept the Presidency of 
the Richmond Terminal it was generally believed 
that it would be offered to President Milton H. 
Smith of the Louisville and Nashville. This is not 
the case, however. A _ frailroad officer who is 
interested in the terminal system said this afternoon 
that R.;S. Hayes, Presideut of the New-York and 
Northern, would undoubtedly be the head figure in 
the reorganized system. He stated that the place 
had been offered to Mr. Hayes, bat that he had as yet 
given no definite answer. The opinion here seems 
to be that he will accept the presidency.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 

An increase in the volume of east-bound ship- 
ments of freight is recorded for last week. By all 
lines the tonnage amounted to 97,074 tons, against 
94,013 tons for the preceding week and 75,531 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. Charges have 
been heard for several days that one or more of the 
lines were cutting the rate on wheat and flour from 
Chicago to the seaboard, and the Wabash Road has 
been frequently mentioned in connection with these 
rnmors. There seems to be no good reason, how- 
ever, for suspecting the Wabash, as that road carried 
but 126 tons of wheat and 1,765 tons of flour last 


week, falling so far behind some of its competitors 
as toleave no room for suspicion that it is making 
concessions to shippers.

THEIR IMPEACHMENT ASKED.

THE KIND OF MEN WHO ARE WORKING 
FOR HILL IN NEW-HAVEN. 


New-HAVEN, Feb. 29.—A meeting of promi- 
nent citizens of all parties was held this even- 
ing, at which ways and means were provided 
for instituting impeachment proceedings against 
the four members of the Board of Public Works 
who are responsible for the recent decapitution 
of faithful officials for malicious and polit 
ical reasons. Formal charges are to be pre- 
ferred before the Board of Aldermen, and peti- 


tions asking the board to remove the four are to 
be ciroulated. The Demooratic half of the four 
are the most prominent supporters locally of 
the Hill movement. 

Amos P. Wilder resigned the position of editor 
of the Paliadium last night rather than 
take back what he had written editori- 
ally a few days before in condemnation 
of the recent sact of the Big Four of 
the Board of Public Works in discharging 
competent and faithful officials for malicious 
and selfish political reasons. Another hand 
wrote in the Palladium of this morning an 
editorial excusing the paper's previous words 
of condemnation. 

This places the Palladium in line with Alex- 
ander Troup’s paper, the Union, and deepens 
the previously entertained suspicion of an ex- 
isting defensive aud offeusive (particularly 
the latter) political alliance between those 
who control the pseudo-Democratic paper, the 
Union, and those who control the presuma 
bly Republican paper, the Palladium. For 
months each paper has gratuitously ad- 
vertised the other, and there has been 
an apparent bond of sympathy. Now 
they are united in support of the Big Four, the 
Democratic end of which is backing Troup as 
the Hill candidate for the position of delegate 
to the Chicago Convention. 

The spoils ——- in one party are aiding 
the spoils politicians in the other. The Inger- 
soll who was chosen by the Big Four as 
the successor of the discharged Engi- 
neer Hill is a brother of the Ingersoll 
in the law firm of Tyler, Inger- 
soll & Moran, the counsel for the syndicate 
which is popularly supposed to control the 
Union and the Palladium of this city 
and the Union of Rochester, N. Y., 
of which latter paper Mr. Troup is the nomina 
President. Mr. Wilder’s retirement from the 
editorship of the Palladium followed an inter- 
view had with the President of the com- 
any, who came here hurriedly from 
‘ew-York in response to a summons that his 
paper had gone ‘*‘ wrong” on the Big Four mat- 
ter; and it comes from good authority that it 
md ame Troup who carried the message to New- 
York.

SINKING FUNDS. 

Under the provisions of the consolidated mortgage 
of the Company, $324,780 were set apart on the first 
day of July last, ont of the net income, as a sinking 
fund for the redemption of the outstanding bonds se- 
cured by tnat mesrenes. None of the bonds could 
be purchased under the terms of the Trust, and the 
amount was placed to the credit of the trustees for 
investment under the terms of the mortgage. There 
are $2,5324,833.21 in cash and securities in the fund 
for the redemption of these bonds. 

The Trustees of the sinking fund for the redemp- 
tion of the Trust certificates issued for the purchase 
of the shares of the capital stock of the Philadelphia, 
Wilmineton and Baltimore Kail Company were 
able to purchase — $6,000 of these securities dur- 
ing the past year at the limit fixed in the Trust 
agreement. The totalamount of these certificates 
purchased and canceled to December $lst, 1891, is 
$2,091,000, leaving outstanding $7,909,000. 

Under the provisions of the four pet cent. Equip- 
ment Trust Gold Loan, there was to the Trustee 
during 1891 for the sinking fund, the sum of $144,- 
850. The Trustee was able to obtain $141,000 of the 
bonds at the eee fixed in the lease; of the balance, 
$3,300, together with $7,060.44 remaining from last 
year, were invested in equipment under the terms of 
the contract, and the sum of $638.75 remains in the 
hands of the Trustee for future investment.

n pursuance ofthe powers conferred by t - 
visions of the Trust the Managers were Be nod 
by the Board of Directors, April 8th, 1891, ‘* when- 
ever, in their judgment, it should be to the interests 
of the ees so to do, to exchange any of the 
securities held from time to time in the Trust for 
other securities, the principal and interest or divi- 
dend upon which is guaranteed by this Company; 
and aiso from time to time to sell and dispose of any 
securities so held in the Trust, provided that the 
proceeds thereof shall be invested in the purchase of 
other securities guaranteed as aforesaid by this Com. 
pany.” This modification was found essential to the 
successful working of the Trust, from the fact that 
loans held by it were falling due, and the moneys re- 
ceived therefor had necessarily to be invested in 
other guaranteed securities. 

The assets of the Insurance Fund on hand at the 
end of the year were $2,789,517.35, being an in- 
crease over the previous year of $264,126.34, 

There was contributed to the Employes’ Relief 
Fund by your Company and affiliated lines during 
the year $76,180.91 for operating expenses, and in 
addition thereto the sum of $20,061.50 for extra 
benefits to members of the Fund whose disability 
had continued over fifty-two weeks, and who 
were, therefore, no longer entitled to regular bene- 
fits from the Fund. The amount contributed by 
the employes was $495,910.26, and the receipts from 
interest were $4,801.37, which, with the contribu- 
tions by the companies, as stated above, $96,242.41, 
made a total of $596,954.04. This, added to the bal- 
ance on hand at the beginning of the year, $144,- 
588.85, aggregated $741,542.89. Of this amount 
there was paid to the families of employes in death 
benefits, and for sickness and accidents, the sum 
of $530,182.82; for expenses, $76,180.91, leav- 
ing a balance of $135,179.16 with which to 
adjust outstanding claims. The number of persons 
receiving death benetits was 370, making an average 
in each case of $662.71. There were 27,200 mem. 
bers of the Fund at the close of the year. ‘Che great 
benefits —— from this fund are shown in the fact 
that it is now, including the expenses of administra- 
tion, distributing nearly $50,000 per month tor the 

urpose of age I the suffering necessarily arising 

rom accident, sickness, and death among the em- 
preges who have availed themselves of its provis- 
ons. 

The Employes’ Saving Fund continues to show its 
value to your employes in affording them a safe de- 
pository for a porwon of their earnings. The number 
of depositors has increased during the year from 
2,590 to 3,155; the amount of deposits received dur- 
ing 1891 was $378,301, and the balance, at the close 
of the year, was $865,366.49. Of this amonnt, ¢800,- 
a been securely invested in four per cent. 

onde. 

The amount expended during the year upon the 
Majn Line between New-York and Pittsburg, and 
charged to Capital Account, was $5,044,576.08, the 
‘principal items ot which were for equipment, third 
and fourth tracks, and additional yard facilities, 
principally at Altoona and Walls. The improve- 
ments at the latter point were brought into use dur- 
ing the year, and, in connection with those in the 
immediate vicinity of Pittsburg, have tended ma- 
terially to remove the difticulties Kerutetere existing 
in the movement of traiiic through that city. 

During the year the equipment of your fines has 
been increased by the addition of 54 locomotives, 70 
passenger, 3 postal, and 1,500 freight cars, in addi- 
tion to those provided through your Car Trust 
system. All new freight cars are now provided 
with the most approved safety appliances, in the way 
of automatic couplers and air brakes, and your 
entire rolling stock will be so equipped as rapidly 
as the general interests of the Company will 
permit. Arrapgements were also rfected 
through which one thousand additional box cars 
were furnished for service on the Philadelphia and 
Erie Railroad, for the purpose of stimulating the 
inovement of grain and merchandise between Erie 
and Philadelphia. With the view of further de- 
veloping the trade through Erie, your Western lines 
have largely increased their facilities for the hand- 
ling of iron ore and coal at that port, and it is hoped 
that advantage will be taken of these improvements 
jo Bee vs interested in the commercial prosperity of 
this city. 

The Trenton Cut-off alluded toin the last annual 
report was completed during the year, anda portion 
thereof opened for tratiic about the middle of the 
Summer, but the entire line was not in use until 
Jan. 11 of the present year. As the principal por- 
tion of the line was constructed under the 
charter of your Company, all but $100,000 of 
the amount expended thereon has been charged 
to the construction account of the Main Line. Your 
Board sees nv reason to change the opinion expressed 
in the last annual report as to the great value of 
this road, aud steps have been taken to connect it 
with the Chestnut Hill Branch, as it is believed that 
such an extension will be to the interest of your 
Company. 

There was also expended in the construction of 
branch and auxiliary lines the sum of $2,325, 742.14, 
ot which amount $1,002,859.63 were reimbursed to 
your Company in cash. One of the principal items 
of this outlay was the work upon the Pittsbarg, 
Virginia and Charleston Railway, in which your 
pee is so largely interested, for the purpose of 
enabling it notonly to better accommodate its rap- 
idly-increasing local traffic, but also to secure the 
prompt movement of through traflic between the 
Main Line and the lines west of Pittaburg. 

The McKeesport and Bessemer Kailroat was com- 
pleted during the year, and is now in active opera- 
tion. lt gives your system of lines a direct connec. 
tion with the large manufacturing industries in the 
Town of McKeesport, and will prove a valuable ad- 
dition to your property. 

The Ebensburg and Cresson Railroad, having been 
sold and reorganized, was, on August 6th, 1891, 
merged and consolidated into the Cambriaand Clear- 
field Railroad Company. This line was projected to 
develop the territory adjacent thereto in the Alle- 
gheny Mountain coal field; quite a large amount was 
expended during the past year in the construction of 
its main line and branches which are expected to se- 
cure a valuable bituminous coul and miscellaneous 
trattic for your system. : 

The total amount expended for the above purposes 
on the lines east of Pittsburgh and Erie, as oe in 
the statement on a previous page, was $6,367,458.54, 
which was not as large as that expended in 1890 for 
simiiar purposes. During the coming year, however, 
it is expected that the outlays east of 
Pittsburgh and Erie will not be so great as 
in the past year, but as it was elieved 
that the through business of your company would 
require & material increase ob box-car equipment, 
contracts have been made for the delivery thereof in 
the Spring of 1892. ‘he capital required for the 
lines west of Pittsburgh will be materially greater, as 
those preeestes have reached a point where the vol- 
ume of their traitic will require large outlays for 
double track and increased equipment. 

The Bedtord and Bridgeport Kailroad, having been 
sold under foreclosure of its mortgage, on March 
26th, 1891, was reorganized under the title of The 
ge as Bridgeport Railway Company, on May 

th. . 

The Frankford and Holmesburg Railroad, which 
had been sold on November 5th, 189, was reorgan- 
ized under the title of The Bustleton Railroad Com- 
pany, January 15th, 1591. 

During the year large expenditures were made in 
the elevation of the tracks and the reconstruction of 
the passenger station in Jersey City. These tracks 
are now in use, avoiding ail grade crosssings of 
streets in that city, and the station will be completed 
during the present year, when both the public and 
the Company should realize the benetits resulting 
from this outlay,in the prompt and safe movement 
of the large passenger traffic handled at that point. 

The work of completing the four-track system 
through the City of Trenton, which necessitated the 
widening ofa number of street bridges over your 
road, as well as of the large bridge over the VDela- 
ware River, and the building of a new passenger 
station has also been vigorously prosecuted, and will 
be finished during the coming year. 

In order to save unnecessary accounting and in- 
spection in connection with the freight equipment 
ot your system and secure its more eflicient move- 
ment, the expenses of repairing have been pooled 
since thé 1st of August, 1391. nder this arrange- 
ment the cost of maintenance of all such rolling steck 
on your own and affiliated lines, east and 
west of Pittsburg, aggregating 123,340 cars, is 
consolidated, and rag es — the various 
lines according to the mileage of the equipment 
thereon. While it may, —- be necessary here. 
aiter to modify some ofthe details of the arrange- 
ment, there is no doubt that the system will uiti- 
mately condace to the economical results in the 
maintenance of your equipment. - ‘ 

The protracted litigation in connection with the 
Allegheny Vauley Railroad, which has extended over 
® period of seven years, was finally brought to a 
close by sale, December 15th, 1391, under a judg- 
ment obtained on the coupons of the $10, 000.0 
Low-Graie Division mortgage, which had been pur. 
chased by your Company under its guaranty. A re- 
organization was etected on February 6th, 1892, 
under the name of the Allegheny Valley Railway 
Company. This sale was made in pursuance of 
an amicable agreement entered into between the 
parties in interest, under which the new company is 
to issue $20,000,000 of any-ear four per cent. 
bonds, guartanieed, principal and interest, by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. Of these bonds a 
sufticient amount will be retained by the Trustees to 
meet the presces mortgage indebteduess of the Al. 
legheny Valley Railroad Company, 
$16,800,000, and of which

quired: $18,000,000 of preferred stock and 2 P 
v0 of common stock are also authorized to be iss 
in exchange for outstanding income bonds, over.

QUAY’S NEGLECT OF DOTY. 


ABSENT FROM THE SENATE WHEN 
HIS PRESENCE WAS NEEDED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 29.—A special dispatch 
from Washington says that the Pennsylvania 
Republican Association made no mistake im 
the count in its strong indictment of Sen- 
ator Quay, in which it charges that, 
by reason of his frequent absence, 
he has failed to do the work he should have 
done in behalf of legislation of vital im-, 
portance to the State of Pennsylvania. © 
This will appear from statistics taken 
from the official records of the Senate. 


They relate only to the four years of his service 
during the Fiftieth and Fifty-first Congresses, 
and do not embrace his record during the pres- 
ent one. 

The sessions of the two Congresses extended 
through twenty-eight months. During four- 
teen of these months Mr. Quay answered only 
32 calls of the yeas and nays and did not 
respond to 262 ealls. n only tive 
months of the twenty-eight did he 
respond to more such calis ,than, he 
absented himself from, the aggregate for these 
months being, present 123, absent 86. During 
the remaining twenty-three months the figures 
were, present 125, absent 432. His best at 
tendanuce was during August and September, 
1890, when he responded to 79 call for the yeas 
and nays and was absent from 56. : : 

The MoKinley bill was under consideration 
about this time in the Senate, where it was ur- 
der deliberation from July 25 to Sept. 14 
During this period, one in which Pennsyl-.’ 
vania’s best interests were at stake and amenid- . 
ments were being offered continually to the 
bill, Mr. Quay was absent from 60 calls forthe : 
yeas and nays out of a total of 138. A great 
deal of important legislation was enacted by 
the votes cast ou the yea and nay divisions in 
the Senate from which Mr. Quay was absent.

So far as we are aware, the defense offered 
by the officers of the Brooklyn Fire Depart- 
ment for the managenfent of the fire in 
Ssutrn, Gray & Co.’s building is confined 
to a bald denial that it was bad.

Thus its Colonel 
commanding would become a Brigadier 
General, and under him would be four 
Colonels instead of one as now, four Lieu- 
tenant Colonels instead of’two, and twen- 
ty-five Captains instead of twenty, while 
the general staff would also receive promo- 
tions. Many Second Lieutenants would be 
added. Then the senior officer of marines 
in a fleet would be a “ fleet officer of ma- 
rines,” with increased rank and pay while 
so serving, and provisions are made in the 
bill fora new system of examinations for 
promotion, analogous to that in the army, 
and for certain privileges of retirement. 
The interests of the Marine Band would 
also be studied, the new Army Desertion 
act extended to the Marine Corps, twelve 
post Quartermaster Sergeants appointed, 
and also fifty additional Sergeants to act 
as masters-at-arms at sea.

It is more likely, however, to have been 
the result of an Anarchist plot. In this 
case it is instinctive and symptomatic. 
The Princess is not a political or even a 
‘capitalistic ” personage, and can have in- 
curred no special class enmity, either by 
the method in which her fortune was 
amassed or by the method in which it is 
spent. She is simply a ‘society leader,” 
that is to say, a rich woman whose 
riches are very much in evidence. The 
attempt to demolish her house is then a 
mere and sheer expression of the envy of 
the poor for the rich. This is about as 
mean a sentiment as human nature is capa- 
ble of entertaining, and yet it seems to be 
at the root of all the Anarchist demonstra- 
tions made, outside of Russia. Certainly 
there has been nothing more respectable in 
the history of Anarchism in this country, 
however the Anarchists may attempt to 
dignify a scurvy feeling by philosophizing 
about it.

try, and endless confusion 
that would in the long run discredit the 
court and work infinite mischief. 

On the second point, the question of the 
authority of Congress to transfer legislat- 
ive the President, as it was 
claimed had been donein the reciprocity 
clauses of the act, the court holds that no 
such transfer was made; that Congress en- 
acted certain provisions conditionally and 
directed the President to act when the con- 
ditions fixed had been complied with. We 
confess that this does not seem to us a fair 
interpretation of the provisions of the law, 
and in that we are sustained by Chief Jus- 
tice FULLER and Justice LAMAR. These 
Judges held that there was such a transfer 
of legislative power, but that there was no 
vital connection between the clauses by 
which it was made (the reciprocity clauses) 
and the portions of the bill relating to 
They eoncur, therefore, in the 
judgment of the court. Probably this 
course on their part was expedient. The 
power of the court to invalidate an act of 
Congress has been always exercised with 
the greatest care, and ought to be so. At 
the same time it would be a good thing for 
the country if such legislation as that of the 
reciprocity clause could have been con- 
demned by the Supreme Court and made 
impossible in the future. It is not only 
dangerous in its character, butit was tricky 
in its motive. It is dangerous because 
the power to levy very heavy taxes on 
important branches of business is given to 
the President to be exercised not on the 
occurrence of defined events, as to which 
there can be no doubt, but according to his 
personal opinion as to the action of for- 
eign Governments. This ‘“‘when and s0 
often as” certain Governments do cértain 
things which “he may deem to be recipro- 
cally unjust and unreasonable” that he is 
to “have the power and it shall be his 
duty ” to levy certain duties. 

If that is not legislative power, then we 
are at a loss to see what would be. It 
never should be intrusted to the Execu- 
tive, and it never would have been had not 
the Republican leaders in Congress been in 
a quandary from which this seemed the 
only escape. They wanted to do sométhing 
that should appear to provide for reciproc- 
ity and did not. They wanted to placate 
the followers of Mr. BLAINE and preserve 
the prestige of Mr. Harrison. They 
wished to seem to moderate the oppressive- 
ness of their odious tariff legislation while 
leaving it as oppressive as ever. Of 
course, the Supreme Court cannot take 
cognizance of these facts, but 
they are facts none the less. The 
court is obliged to wrap itself in 
a garment of dignified ignorance as to 
things that are known to its members and

PALMER IS WILLING, 

It is but a few days since Senator Jonn 
M. PatmzEr of Illinois expressed himself as 
strongly favorable to the nomination of 
CLEVELAND and spoke of the possibility of 
being a candidate himself as something 
quite oat of the question. Since that time 
Senator HILL’s convention of HIL1L’s own 
has been held, and now Senator PALMER 
talks inanother key. He sees, as others see, 
that the nomination cannot by any pos- 
sibility be given to Hit or to a man of 
the Hill stamp. He perceives, however, 
that Hitw’s course may turn the Demo- 
cratic Convention into a free fight for 
honors, and he is quite right in thinking 
that if CLEVELAND is not to be nominated 
the nomination might fall upon a worse 
person than himself. Therefore he runs 
up his lightning rod to attract whatever 
loose electricity may be gathering in the 
political skies. 

It was at a meocting of the Sangamon 
County Democratic Committee last Satur- 
day that he appeared and was introduced 
as “the strongest candidate before the 
country.” He made a twenty-minutes’ 
speech, in which he modestly protested 
that, while it might be’ within the range of 
probabilities that he would be nominated, 
he was not looking for such a result nor 
seeking it. The burden of his speech was 
that Illinois held an important position in 
the politics of the Nation and should go 
into the convention with a solid delegation 
knowing what it wanted in order to 
have due influence in determining the re- 
sult. This being interpreted means that 
he would like to have the Illinois delega- 
tion committed to PALMER and subject to 
his control. 

As we have intimated, worse men than 
Joun M. PALMER are aspiring to be nom- 
inated for President, but he is far from -be- 
ing the strongest man before the country, 
and he knows it, if a glittering possibility 
has not dazed his senses. The fact that he 
now thinks seriously of himself as a candi- 
date illustrates what THE TiMEs said last 
week, that the course of Senator HILu in 
this State bred confusion in the Democratic 
ranks and was destructive of a harmony 
which but for him would prevail and be 
auspicious of victory next Fall. There is no 
question that H1LL would rather have the 
Democratic Party beaten than have it suc- 
cessful with CLEVELAND its candidate. 
Every cool-headed politicians knows that 
the nomination of Hitt would be suicide. 
Naturally, therefore, all the small aspirants 
are taking heart, and in proportion to their 
selfishness are willing to have it believed 
that the candidate must be sought outside 
of New-York. 

But the fact is that the one man who is 
really strongest in the whole country is 
also strongest in New-York, and, in view of 
the intrigues developed and biunders com- 
mitted since November in New-York and in 
Washington, heis probably the only can- 
didate who can save this State to the Demo- 
cratic Party. This will become clearer to 
all men before the convention meets, 





SUGAR AND THE SUGAR TRUST. 

We referred yesterday to the fact that 
‘‘a well-known attorney of this city,” in 
the course of an argument before a commit- 
tee in Washington, on Friday last, defend- 
ed Trusts and Trust makers, and that in 
defense of the Sugar Trust he asserted that 
“sugar, asa result, is cheaper now than it 
ever has been.” We showed thatthe Trust 
did not reduce the price of sugar, but in- 
creased it, and that the low prices now 
prevailing have been caused by the removal 
of the duty on raw sugar and a sharp re- 
duction of the duty on refined. The attor- 
ney who made the argument, Mr. JOHN R. 
Dos Passos, in a letter which may be found 
in another column, repeats that part of his 
argument which was a defense of Trusts, 
and especially the assertion as to the influ- 
ence of the Sugar Trust upon the price of 
sugar. He says: 

“I also did remark, incidentally, that the 
price of sugar had been going down steadily 
since the formation of the Sugar Trust, under 
the influence of combined labor, experience, 
and skillof the people who were interested in 
it, and that the removal of the competition 
which existed in that branch of the business 
made it possible to sell the article cheaper than 
had ever been done before. If this be not the 
fact, the records will show it. I leave the ques- 


tion to the records.” 
Mr. Dos Passos shall have the records. 


The first full calendar year of the Sugar 
Trust’s operations was the year 1888. The 
Trust was organized on Aug. 6, 1887, but 
its work was not begun until Oct. 1, and 
the effect of the suppression of competition 
did not begin to attract attention until 
some weeks later.. This effect was a marked 
advance in the price of refined sugar and 
a very considerable increase of the differ- 
ence between the price of refined sugar and 
the price of the raw material. The ‘“rec- 
ords” show that the prices (cents per pound) 
on Oct. 1, 1887, and on July 12, 1888, were

It will be seen that, while the advance in 
the cost of the Trust’s raw material had 
been very smail, the prices of the refined 
sugars which the Trust sold to consumers 
had been increased by an addition of from 
13, to 17g cents per pound. It should be 
borne in mind that an increase of 1 cent 
per pound for the entire annuai consump- 
tion of sugar in this country four years ago 
was equal to $31,000,000. 

It was the purpose of the makers of this 
Trust to increase the price of sugar sold to 
the consumer, and thereby to obtain profits 
out of which large dividends eould be paid 
en a certificate capital that had been 
watered at the rate of more than three 
toone. For a time they were successful. 
We have shown what they accomplished 
in the first seven or eight months of 
the life of the Trust. We

The fol- 
lowing table we take from the Daily Com- 
mercial Bulletin of this city. It is based 
upon the “records,” and it shows the 
average prices of raw and refined sugars 
for the two years before the beginning of 
the Trust’s work and for the four years 
during which the Trust has been in opera- 
tion. The prices are in cents and fractions 
of a cent. Ocentrifugal sugars are the raw 
sugars most extensively used by the Trust, 
and granulated sugar is the leading grade 
of the Trust’s refined sugars which are sold 
to consumers?

Inthe years 1888 and 1889 the Trust was 
very powerful and its profits were very 
large. It will be seen that the average 
price of granulated was increased in the 
Trust’s first year by more than 1 cent a 
pound and in its second year by more than 
1% cents. The difference between the cost 
of raw material and the selling price 
of finished product—which indicates 
the profits obtained by the’ suppres- 
sion of competition—was almost twice 
as great in those years as it had been 
in the two years immediately preceding 
them. It is estimated that in the first year 
the Trust’s profits exceeded $13,000,000, 
which was more than 85 per cent. on a fair 
valuation of the property which was put 
into the combination, but only 27 per cent. 
on the inflated certificate capital. 

It is clear, then, that the Trust increased 
the price of sugar in those years, and that 
the price of sugar has not ‘‘ been going down 
steadily since the formation of the Trust.” 
In 1890, however, the price declined, and 
the difference between raw and refined 
fell almost to the figures of 1887, This 
change was caused by the growth 
of competition. The enormous profits 
of the Trust and its operations 
on the Pacific coast had caused an 
increase of the product of independent re- 
fineries. This decline was not due to the 
**combined labor, experience, and skill of 
the people interested in” the Trust, but it 
took place in spite of all the efforts of the 
Trust to preventit. Reviving competition 
began to give the people the advantages of 
which combination had robbed them. 

Following this decline, due to the cause 
we have mentioned, came the removal of 
the duty of about 2 cents a pound on the 
raw material on April 1,1891. The records 
show that the average price of granulated 
for the remaining months of 1891 was 
almost exactly 2 cents lower than the 
average for the first three months of that 
year under the old tariff. This decline 
was caused solely by the removal 
of the duty on raw sugar, accom- 
panied by the reduction of tho 
finers’ protective duty to one-half of a 
cent per pound, Hereafter, owing to this 
reduction of the protective duty, the price 
of refined in this country will bear a steady 
relation to the priceof the raw material. 
The Trust, even with the assistance of the 
outside refiners, can add very little to the 
price of refined sugar, because a slight ad- 
dition would bring sugar from Europe. 
For the same reason its profits are limited. 
It will not be possible hereafter to main- 
tain an average price for refined sugar that 
is 14% cents higher than the average for 
raw, a difference which the Trust did make 
in the first two years of itsexistence. This 
is the story of the records,

COUNT TOLSTO AND THE FAMINE. 

Count TorsTot has been contributing to 
the London Telegraph some very interest- 
ing letters on the famine in Russia. From 
these letters the foreign observer cannot 
fail to derive new light upon the questidéns 
involved, and especially upon the char- 
acter of the Russian people and the char- 
acter of the Russian Government. That 
the Russian Government is inquisitorial, 
brutal, and corrupt is well enough known, 
but it is necessary to consider the dis- 
closures made by the famine in order to 
learn how hopelessly inefficient it also is. 
Nobody knows, for example, how nearly 
the internal resources of Russia are equal to 
coping with the prevailing destitution. 
There is always destitution in Russia, and 
in most years there is, in one district or 
another, an actual scarcity of food for its 
inhabitants) What makes the present 
season noteworthy is the extent of tho 
distress. The official network that is cast 
over all Russia ought to be capable of col- 
lecting accurate information upon the 
subject. No such information has ‘been 
sent abroad, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that it is in the possession of the 
Russian Government. In a_ civilized 
country there would have been gathered 
and publishod months . ago statistics 
showing how much of a surplus in dis- 
tricts where the harvest was good is 
available for the relief of the districts in 
which the harvest failed, and what are the 
demands for such relief. Then it would 
have been seen whether Russia was able to 
come to the succor of all her distressed in- 
habitants, and, if not, for how much it was 
necessary to appeal for foreign assistance. 
An official statement of the case would 
have been an effective appeal, and the ap- 
peal would have been answered at once 
and from all parts of the civilized world. 
That the appeal has not been so made and 
so substantiated shows at once a cruel in- 
difference on the part of the Russian rulers 
to the sufferings of the Russian people and 
a great incompetency on the part of the 
local agents throughout the empire of the 


central bureaucracy. 
The one conspicuous exception to the 


rule of cruel apathy among the well-born 
and well-educated Russians is that fur- 
nished by Count Totsrof himself. A man 
with so good a head and so tender a heart 
would be exceptional anywhere; in Russia 
it seoms that he is anomalous. His letters 
are not formally an appeal for foreign as- 
sistance, though of course they amount to 
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that. They are simply an account of what 
the writer has done toward the relief of 
the distress in his own district, and it is 
needless to say that there is nothing boast- 
} ful or egotistic in the account. By appeal- 
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ing to his neighbors he has succeeded in 
organizing relief on such a footing that, 
if it were extended to all the distressed 
districts, it would be an effective relief. 
But there isnot a Count Tolstoi in every 


district. Indeed, there seems té be but one- 


in Russia. His experience in organizing 
and administering rehef has increased his 
admiration for the character of his coun- 
trymen. It seems that the names of the 
Dersons most urgently needing assistance 
were collected on information furnished by 
their neighbors, and that this information 
was almost invariably trustworthy. Un- 
doubtedly, the factis a high tribute tothe 
unselfishness and the sense of justice of the 
Russian peasant, seeing that there were 
few of thdse interrogated who were not 
under some temptation to put forward 
their own claims. .In one instance the 
applicants for relief were simply put upon 
their honor. The peasants were notified 
that the soup kitchen about to be opened 
could feed but forty persons, and that “ any 
one who thought he was badly enough off 
to come was welcome.” That this confi- 
dence was in no one instance abused Count 
TousTof does not affirm. What he does af- 
firm is that “wherever there are soup 
kitchens no man or womanor child will die 
of starvation.” He distinctly makes the 
point that the claim of an applicant for 
relief is his need and not his desert. “Every 
species of inducement,” he says, ‘‘every kind 
of motive, may be lawfully employed to 
obtain from any individual a reasonable 
amount of the kind of work which he is 
capable of performing, with one exception. 
Compulsion by hunger should never even 
be alluded to without a blush of shame.” 
To most people this will seem a stretch 
of sentimentalism unworthy of a man 
engaged in practical charity, and even a 
violation of the injunction which is al- 
most equally binding whether it be taken 
as a Divine ordinance or a counsel of hu- 
man common sense—‘‘If a man will not 
work, neither shall he eat.” But however 
that may be it is certain that if there had 
been done throughout the distressed dis- 
tricts upon the initiative of the Govern- 


ment what has been donein one such dis-’ 


trict upon the initiative of an individual, 
“no man or woman or child would have 
died of starvation.” 

This is a terrible indictment of the Rus- 
sian Government, and an indictment 
against which it defends itself by dis- 
countenancing the individual whose be- 
nevolence and energy have putit to shame, 
With all his good words for the Russian 
people Count Toxsrot has had no bad 
words for the Russian Government, but 
the facts are enough. So the one man who 
has done something to relieve the upper 
classes of Russia from the reproach of in- 
difference to human suffering is officially 
rebuked for being “unpatriotic” in de- 
scribing that suffering and ordered to “‘ re- 
tire to his estates” and cease from shaming 
the Government by the contrast between 
his action andits own. ‘Another, and not 
the smallest item, is thus added to the list 
of offenses that make the Russian Govern- 
ment an enemy of the human race in gen- 
eraland of tho Russian people in partic- 
ular. 





The memorial which some of the people 
of the west coast of Newfoundland have 
sent to Queen Victoria praying that the 
island may be made a Crown colony or 
else that their part of it may be permitted 
to enter the Dominion must be rather an- 
noying to their fellow-islanders at the 
east. But it is well understood that the 
interests of the eastern and western coasts 
are somewhat diverse. Even during the 
exciting disputes over the lobster-canning 
business around Bay St. George the people 
of that region found fault with the White- 
way Government as well as, with the 
French. The notion of dividing the is- 
land, letting a part of it go into the Do- 
minion and the rest stay out, is really 
that of the mate who proposed to anchor 
his end of the ship and to allow the Cap- 
tain’s to go ahead. But as the Imperial 
Government would probably like to see 
Newfoundland enter the Dominion, and 
must be rather weary of the troubles to 
which her Bait act has led, it may not be 
wholly sofry to find the people of the 
French shore worrying their Provincial 
Government a little, The war of retali- 
ation now going on between Newfoundland 
and Canada aggravates the troubles of the 
west coast, but perhaps a way out of it 
will be found before long.

MRS. NEVINS’S BITTER ANSWER 
TO THE SECRETARY. 





SHE TALKS WITH THE ENERGY AND 
DIRECTNESS OF AN ANGRY WOMAN 
—THE VISIT TO THE BLAINE HOME 
—FATHER DUCEY’S POSITION. 


It is some time since anything affecting the 
Blaine family has created so much interest as 
the letter published yesterday morning through- 
out the country over the signature of the Secre- 
tary of State in relation to the marital troubles 
of his son James G. Blaine, Jr. The letter 
was entirely unexpected, and nowhere was 
it received with more surprise than at the 
New-York Hotel, where Mrs. Blaine’s parents, 
Col. and Mrs. Nevins, make their home. The 
young woman herself is still in South Dakota, 
but her mother, after weighing the matter all 
day, decided last evening to make a reply to Mr. 
Biaine’s allegations. 

“The statement of Mr. Blaine,” said Mrs. 
Nevins, “is a tissue of falsehoods from begin- 
ning toend. I say that without qualification or 
reservation. Itis not my intention to discuss 
in detail the assertions that he makes. That will 
be done by my daughter when she returns from 
the West, sometime in the course of the week. 
But as far as Mr. Blaine’s remarks bear on my- 
self, I shail answer him now, ond, in passing, I 
want tosay that Iam amazed that he should 
have reopened the dooron himself which the 
public had so kindly closed for him. 

“Experience should have taught him discre- 
tion, for everybody of course remembers that 
it is not the first time he has been called 
domestic arrangements. 


on to defend his 
pd this time, I think, he will find 
fhat he has made a greater mistake 


than he did before. He will find that the pres- 
ent misstatements he has addressed to the 
American public in an attempt to shield his 
wife will rebound against him with even greater 


force than the mass of misstatements 
he addressed to William Walter Phelps 
in 1884 for the same laudable purpose. 


At that time there was some excuse for his ac- 
tion, but bere he attacke a young girl in the 
most brutal and cowardly manner, a girl whom 
he and all the members of his family have 
treated for years with inhuman harshness. 

“If his story is true, if he dared state under 
oath the things he has given out in this letter, if 
he or his son or any of his friends or family had 
anything to say in defense of their systematic 
course of cruelty toward my daughter, why 
didn’t they take the stand? That was the 
time and the place to make the acvuusa- 
tions he now brings forth. But no; they 
were afraid to come forward under oath. They 
dared not, none of them, to submit to an honest 
crosa-examination. Mr. Biaine finds it safer to 
wait unti the case is over, the courts closed, and 
then publish an ex-parte statement, aimed at a 
defenseless young woman, whose only fault is 
thet she has treated these people too gently. 

“But as to myself. Mr. Blaine says that I 
made a scene on the occasion when I accom- 
panied my daughter to his home in Au- 
gusta. That is an untruth. There was no 
seéne until after I left; but of this 
that eminent gentleman is careful to 
Bay nothing. I sat by quietly and 
patiently, and allowed my daughter to fight her 
own battle with the elder Mra. Blaine, who, as 
soon ag she came to us in the room where we 
were waiting, began a tirade against her son’s 
wife. When this had heen going on for some 
time and she evidently had nothing more 
to say, she turned as if to go, at 
the same time remarking, ‘Well, Marie, the 
marriage was all wrong, anyhow.’ That caused 
the only thing,wpproaching a ‘scene’ while I 
wasintheroom. The implied imputation was 
too much for me, under the cirenmstances, and 
I said to Mrs. Blaine: d 

“*Don’t say such a thing as thattoher. You 
know that there was nothing wrong about her 
marriage, as Wellas Ido. Had there been any- 
thing wrong, I would not have blamed you for 
objecting, for animpure girlcan never make a 
pure woman.’ 

“That was all I said, but it made Mrs. Blaine 
furious. She seemed to consider herself in 
sulted, as though my statement had been ley- 
eled at herself. She rang for a servant and 
utarted to go out by one of the panes doors, 
while I went out by the other. lt was then, 
when I was outside and seated in the carriage, 
that the terrible scene, which Mr. Blaine s0 
carefully avoids, took place. 

“ My daughter had sent for her baby, in order 
to follow me, after her mother-in-law had per- 
emptoriiy refused to permit her to see her hus- 
baud. Inthe hall she found the infant in the 
arms of its nurse. The latter had overheard 
Marie’s request for an interview with the child’s 
father, and as my daughter passed out 
she told her to goup to young Blaine’s room, 
any way, as she had as good a right there as his 
mother. Marie was crying by this time, and, 
acting under the impulseof the moment, she 
started up stairs, as the nurse had snggested. 
In the upper hall she was met by Mrs. Coppin- 
ger, Who began to insult herin the most cruel 
manner, while the mother rushed to ber son’s 
chamber and locked the door on the inside. 

* Notwithstanding the insults that were being 
heaped on her, Marie made her way to her hus- 
band’s door and knocked and pleaded for a sin- 
gle word. But though the man was inside he 
was completely cowed “by his mother's pres- 


ence, and he dared not answer. That's 
the ‘scene’ in which Mr. Blaine makes 
me the central figure. He locates it in 


in the parlor, where no one except the inter- 
ested parties were present toepeak. And in all 
his other assertions he follows the same policy, 
avoiding all occurrences that were witnessed, 
as this one was, by the servants of the house, 
who might be called on to give their testimony. 

‘All through his letter the distinguished 
writer refers very glibly to‘my grandson,’ and 
the offers that were made to support the child. 
Asa matter of fact, they never contributed or 
offered to contribute a single penny. They per- 
mitted Mr. Daniel Frohman and the public and 
anybody and everybody to pay for the boy’s 
support, but they did not even send him # warm 
frock while his mother was prostrate and helpless 
with disease. On a number of occasions it was 
suggested tomy daughter by her friends that 
she could have her husband arrested for aban- 
donment, so that he might be compelied to sup- 
port his child, but she declined for the boy's 
sake. She didn’t want him to know when he 
grew up that his father had been in jail. 

**Had I had any opportuuity to interfere in 
my daughter’s marriage you oan rest assured 
it would never have taken place. I knew the 
Blaine family. Two years before my daught- 
er met the son, my opinion of the mother and 
father had been expressed in a series of letters 
written to Murat Halstead during the campaign 

1884. 
oe As for the allegation that it was my daughter 
who deserted her home, that is worse than false. 
Bhe did everything under the sun to communi- 
cate with her husband, but all her attempts 
were frustrated. Why, she even sent a 
registered lotter, which. as shown by the hand- 
writing on the receipt, was intercepted by 
Walker Blaine. But thisis formy daughter to 
answer, and you can rely on her doing it.” 

A portion of Mr. Bisine’s letter that promises 
to cause quite as much trouble and discussion 
as the mala feature is the repreduction of the 
communication he sent to the Rev. Father 
Ducey, scoring the priest for having performed 
the ceremony which bound the two young people. 
Father Ducey in an interview early yesterday 
morning said that he had written a reply to Mr. 
Blaine at the time, and he considered it exceed- 
ingly unfair on the part of the latter not to have 
published the answer slong witb the original: 
‘As for any culpability in performing the mar- 
riage ocremony, he referred the questioner 
to Archbishop Corrigan. The Archbishop 
knew all about the case, he said, before he 
granted a dispensation, and if Mr. Blaine had 
any fault to find with anybody he should go to 
the head of the diocese. 

The Archbishop declined to talk about the 
matter for the press and referred all re- 
porters to his secretary, Mgr. McDonnell. 
The flatter spoke pretty sharply about Father 
Ducey’s “attempt to throw upon the 
shoulders of Archbishop Corrigan the 
responsibility for any error in judgment that 
might have been made in performing the mar- 
riage.” If there was any blame, he thought 
that the priest should not seek toevadeit. As 
to the Archbishop’s position, he said it was 
very simple. He had been assured by young 
Blaine that he was within three weeks of twen- 
ty-one, and he looked even elder than that. The 
Archbishop tried to dissuade him from getting 
married without his parents’ consent, but the 
young man was determined, and said that if 
Father Ducey would not marry him he would go 
to a Protestant clergyman. Thereupon the 
Archbishop granted the dispensation, which, 
Mar. McDonneil said, only sanctioned the per- 
formance of the marriage if Father Ducey saw 
po objections to it.

WHAT THE MOON IS LIKE. 


—_——__—_<—_ 
SERVISS’S LECTURE ILLUSTRATED 
BY FINE VIEWS. 


Garrett P. Serviss, the well-known writer 
on astronomical topics, gave a leoture on

the moon at Carnegie Musio Hall last 
night. It was illustrated with some of 
the beautiful views which had been 


shown on a previous occasion when the Berlin 
plan of having an actor recite a lecture pre- 
pared by Dr. Meyer for “ A Trip to the Moon” 
had been tried. That experiment proved 
unsatisfactory and the idea was given up, 
On the remodeled trip to that satellite the 


management decided to have the scenery de- 
scribed by some one who knew the way, [nan 
entertaining style Mr. Servise gave the facts 
and principles, and several hundred people who 
attended showed by the reception they gave 
him that they were delighted, 

The illustrations were wonderfully pleasing 
and effective. By a combination of lidnte and 
screens the phenomena attending solar and 
lunar eclipses were shown in all their stages, 
and all the beauties of sunset and sun- 
rise, with their gradual shading of lights 
and colors, were accurately presented. The 
surface of the moon, its mountains, deep 
gorges, Mammoth oraters, and broad plains, 
and the sharply outiined shadows were the 
subjects of several pieces of scenic aft. Con- 
trasted with these views on the dead moon, 
destitute of atmosphere and warmth, were 
similar views from the earth. 

Views such as would be had of the moon at a 
distance of 5,000 miles and upon one of its 
highest mountains were shown, and then 
from that satellite a view of the earth 
was shown. One beautiful picture rep- 
resented an eclipse of the sun as it 
would appear from the moon. About the 
dark earth when it obscured the sun was a 
rim ofrainbow colors, due to the refraction of 
the atmosphere—a thing which is lacking in 
eclipses seen from the earth because the moon 
has no atmosphere. 

The colors of the sky at morning and evening 
and.the blue at noonday were said to be due to 
the effect of particles of dustin the earth's at- 
mosphere, and the contrast in the black sky as 
seen from the moon was pointed out. There 
were beautiful pictures of the hydrogen flames 
that shoot thousands of miles from the suriace 
of the sun, and the effect of solar disturbances 
onthe electrical conditions of the earth was 
dwelt on. The recent sun spots had been 
followed, the speaker said, by so much electrio- 
ity in the air thatit had been possible to tele- 
graph without the aid of batteries in some in- 
stances. 

The attractive force which the earth has on 
the moon was said to be 75,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000 tons, or a foree which it would require 
a bar ofsteel 300 miles thick to sustain. Me- 


teors, the nebulw, and planets other 
than the earth were shown on the 
canvas. One photograph of the  neb- 
ulw in the constellation of Andromeda, 


which, the speaker said, had been a revelation 
to the scientific world when Dr. Roberts of 
Liverpool made it two years ago, was shown. 
It showed that there were condensations going 
on and systems of worlds being formed precise- 
ly in accord with the nebula hypothesis aa laid 
down by La Place. 

After a series of views showing the compara- 
tive size of volcanos on the moon and the earth, 
the lecture closed with the same scene as tho 
opening one, except that in place of the sun 
undergoing eclipse the moon was made 
to rise out of the blue surface of a lake, and the 
wong ogg 4 was gradually illumined as itclimbed 
up the blue sky and the stars began to disap- 
pear. The effect was marvelous, and the spec- 
tators burst into applause. 





CATHOLICS IN MANITOBA.

A BARGAIN SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
STRUCK WITH THE GOVERNMENT. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Feb. 29.—The organ of 
the Manitoba Government here to-night pub- 
lishes a startling statement to the effect 
that a bargain has been made between 
the Roman Catholic Church and the 
Conservative Government at Ottawa, 
by which the Church has pledged 
itself to give to the Conservatives the entire 
Catholic vote. One conditidn of the arrange- 
mentis that Abbot, the present Dominion Pre- 
niier, is to retire in the near future and be suc- 
ceeded by Sir John Thompson, who is a Roman 
Catholic. 

Another condition is that, in the event of the 
Privy Council of England declaring the act re- 
cently passed by the Manitoba Government 
abolishing Catholic separate schools to be valid 
and constitutional, the Dominion Government 
will promptly pass remedial legislation, an- 
nulling the Manitoba act and giving Catholics 
the right to maintain their separate schools at 
the public expense.

ROCHESTER’S 





AN UNUSUALLY LARGE NUMBER, 28,368, 
ON THE LIST. 


ROCHESTER, Feb. 29.—Something is going to 
drop inthis town on March 8. Saturday was 
the last day of registration. The returns from 
the seventy-six election districts of the city 
indicate that about every male citizen’s 
name has been enrolled. The total is 28,368, 
as against 26,905 last Fall. In the Spring of 
1891 the registry was 24,455, and in the Fall of 
1890 it was 25.481. The Presidential vote of 
1888, which was before the new law went into 
effect, was 25,968. 

The large registration this Spring indicates 
that the vote cast will be fully as heavy as at 
the Presidential election of 1888. The gains are 
uniform in almost every ward. The great in- 
crease is taken as indicating that the people 
are aroused by the outrage perpetrated at Al- 
bany in gerrymandering this city into twenty 
wards without consulting its own citizens. « The

CONNOLLY BILL CONDEMNED BY 

CITIZENS ABOVE THE HARLEM. 


At a meeting of the Committee on Legislation 
of the Citizens’ Local Improvement Party of 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
held last night at Fisher’s Hall, at Alexander 
Avenue and One Hundred and Forty-third 
Street, resolutions were adopted strongly con- 
demning and protesting against the passage of 
the so-called Union (or “Huokleberry”) Rail- 
road bill and the Connelly bill to increase the 
cost of street opening proceedings. 

The Connolly bill has passed the Assembly and 
is now in the Senate Cities Committee. It rad- 
ically changes the law relating to street-open- 
ing proceedings and proceedings for the acqu!- 
sition of property for municipal purposes un- 
der the law of eminent domain. It is also ae- 
signed to Increase the power of the Board of 
Street Opening and Improvement and to large- 
ly add to the fees of Commissioners of Condem- 
nation and Assessment. 

The bill amends Sections 956, 969, 983, and 
1,000 of the Consolidation act. It provides that 


the Board of Street Opening and Improvement 
Inay appoint a clerk, 4nd may require other de- 
— or officers to furnish surveys, maps, 

lagrams, and otherneedful information. Italso 
declares that the board may, by a three-fourths 
vote, declare the necessity of taking possession 
without delay of any property required for 
any street, avenue, road, public park, 
square, or place, and the property may be taken 
without legal proceedings as soon as the Com- 
missioners of Estimate and Assessment pro- 
Me for in the act shall have taken the oath of 
oltice. 

The owners are to receive compensation when 
it is determined by the Commissioners of Esti- 
mate and Assessment. It is made the duty 
of the Corporation Counsel to fur- 
nish the Commissioners with such nec- 
essary clerks, surveyors, and other assistance 
as they — require, and the pay of such help is 
tobe taxedin the costof the street opening. 
Under the present law the Corporation Counsel 
assigns two of his assistanta to the work, and 
their salaries are paid out of the general fund. 

The new law fixes the rate of eompensation 
of Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment 
at the same as the pay of referees in 
other proceedings in the Supreme Court. Here- 
tofore their pay has been limited to 10 cents 
per lineal foot of the street opened. Under 
the Connolly bill they will be_ paid 
$6 a day. In the College Place widening 
and extension the pay of the Commis- 
sioners under the present law would have 
amounted to less than $100 each. They began 
work in January of last year, and will not pe 
entirely through until next Fall. Under the 
Connolly bill their fees would be from $1,200 to 
$1,800 each.

nd they represent gains since Saturday of 7 
[points in Delaware and Hiidson, 4% points in ' 
Jersey, and 71s points in Lackawanna. The 
‘reason for the advanoe fs not clear—in fact it is 
ghrouded in the greatest mystery. And per- 
haps it is because Of the mystery that the ad- 
vance has taken place. 

The movement began on Saturday, when Del- 
ware ani Hudson jumped up half a dozen 
fpoints. Until then the stock had been practi- 
cally neglected fora week or more. There had 
‘been stories current that the Delaware and _ 
‘Hudson was to be, or had been, absorbed by the 
‘Pennsylvania Company, but the officers of both 
‘corporations gave them emphatio denials. With 
‘gome men denials go for very little, partioularly 
where railway deals are concerned, and, believ- 
ing that there might possibly be something in 
the stories after all, a group of speculators who 
have hitherto figured prominently in sugar gave 
orders to buy a few thousand shares of Dela- 
ware and Hudson. That started the ball roll- 
ing. The room traders, who, it will be remem- 
bered, were very badly left in the recent coal 
deal, concluded that the new deal was on, 
pointing to the transactions on the tape as 
proof of it. Not to be left in the lurch this 
time, they climbed over each other in their 
eagerness to get aboard, the result being an ad- 
‘vance of nearly 6 points in less than two hours’ 
‘trading. 

The story of the advance went to the country 
‘in Sunday’s papers,and this morning at the 
‘opening few brokers were without orders to buy 
‘Delaware and Hudson. Consequently that 
stock opened 1% points higher, at 140, and the 
next sale was at a further advance of a full 
point. Before }noon the price had advanced to 
45%. Those who doubted that there was & 
‘deal on-were referred to the tape for confirma- 
Htion of it; it could be had in no other quarter. 
Hin fact, President Olyphant of the Delaware 
iand Hudson explicitly denied that « deal had 
Deen made, or that, so far as he knew, one was in 
‘contemplation. He also added that he could give 
mo reason for the advance in the atook other 
‘than the fact that there was not much of it 
‘afloat, and that consequently it was easily 
‘manipulated. 

The Pennsylvania story having been ex- 
;ploded, the rumor mongers started another—the 
'Vanderbilts were buying for control. This in 
Murn being met with very flat-footed denials, re- 
}course was had to a third theory. So important 
had the Delaware and Hudson become that 
‘three interests were buying for control, viz., the 
fErie, the Pennsylvania, and the Vanderbilts. 
‘and there the matter was permitted to rest for 
‘the day. The only evidence that there has been 
‘a deal of any kind or that any is in contempla- 
‘tion is the Bdvancing price of the stock, for 
every man who would be likely to know about 
it and who was questioned denied all the cur- 
rent stories. It is quite within the range of 
possibility that the movement is entirely a spec- 
'ulative one and that it had its origin in the de- 
| pire of outsiders not to be left in case a deal of 
the kind was in contemplation. It is & note- 
worthy fact that the buying was not by the 
great investment houses who figured so promt 
'nently in the Reading transaction. 

The movement in the coal stocks imparted 
,gome life tothe general market. The Vander- 
‘bilte, particularly New-York Central, were feat- 
ures. St. Paul was also strong and Denver 
preferred was firm on the excellent January 
showing. Butthe restof the market was not 
active. Distilling and Cattle Feeding broke from 
50 to 4719 om the arrest of President Greenhut 
on an indictment found against the trust in 
Boston. The general market closed firm. The 
net gains for the day were: Delaware and Hud- 
son, 55g; Lackawanna, 545; New-Jersey Central, 
3%; Sagar, 3%; American Cotton Oil preferred, 
31o; Commercial Cable and Lake Shore, each 
2lo; Great Northern preferred, 2; Erie pre- 
ferred, 123; Louisville, St. Louis and Texas and 
National Cordage, each 144; Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and 8t. Louis, New-England, and 
New-York, Susquehanna and Western, each 14,;

REX’S COURT IN POSSESSION OF‘. 


NE W-ORLEANS, 


WHE KEYS OF THE CITY DELIVERED TO 
HIM—PROTEUS’S GORGEOUS PROCES- 
SION—FLOATS OF FRUITS AND FLOW- 
ERS. 


New-OR.LEAns, Feb. 29.—Heretofore the great 

New-Orleans carnival covered the period of two 
days only—the Monday before the beginning of 
Lent, on which day the mythical Rex made his 
trlumphal entry into the city, and Mardi Gras, 
when his day pageant lumbered its dazzling way 
through the principal streets of the town. But 
this year the Italian idea of a prolonged carni- 
val was adopted, and the festivities opened a 
week ago with the ballof the Argonauts. The 
next night came the ballof the Atlanteans, 
another secret organization, and Thursday 
night was Momus’s turn Yo entertain 
and divert the glittering social throng. 
But all these are only large gatherings of 
society folk and the most prominent visitors to 
the city, and the public generally have no inter- 
est in them whatsoever. Rex, Proteus, and 
Comus are more generous. In addition to their 
brilliant balls, they entertain the entire popu- 
lace of the city with street pageants of unri- 
valed gorgeousness. The first of these was 
given to-night, Proteus appearing on the streets 
with a procession of eighteen floats resplendent 
‘in papier-maché constructions, rich with many 
‘colors, bearing maskers in rich costumes, and 
lighted by torches and fireworks, the whole 
Mustrating “A Dream of the Vegetable King- 
‘dom.” 
_ The leading car carried Proteus himself, in a 
flower bower, reclining on a bank of daisies, sur- 
rounded by nymphs. Next was a rocky mound, 
‘covered with cacti of most striking hues, among 
‘which is seated the Queen of the cactus family. 
The scene was Mexican,and the float repre- 
wented the cactus. 

The Bavarian peasants’ notion that the elves 
are very fond of strawberries and are easily 


persuaded to give their good will in exchange 
Zor them was utilizedin a float dedicated to 
that fruit. On this float were seen huge straw- 
berries scattered about in a verdant field, with 
~ymphs sporting among them. Lilies were 
the next subject. Ona huge lily rising from a 
garden was perched a guardian butterfly, and 
dancing around it were vestals, the tableau rep- 
Tesenting purity. Proteus next presented three 
gigantic green-pea pods ina mass of leaves, 
‘while immense worms crawled among them. 

With the moderns the sunflower typifies 
gwatheticism, but with the ancients it signified 
constancy, and the next tableau showed the 
Slower in its oider meaning. The float tells the 
story of the unreturned love of the nymph Cly- 
tie tor the sun-god Helios, who, pitying her de- 
votion, transformed her into a sunflower whose 
face is perpetually turned toward the sun in his 
Wanderings. Clytie was shown attended by 

ymphs in the forms of grasshoppers. 

The watermelon was the subject of the sev- 
enthcar. From a tremendous melon crepta 
‘chameleon, beetles played around, and the in- 
‘evitable elves presided over the scene. The 
fern made a noble subject. From the crevices 
of arocky terrace the cool green ferns waved 
around the Lady Fern. Beetles and bugs 
haunted the place in fantastic shapes. The rose, 
emblem of iove and queen of flowers, was rep- 
Tesented next. In an immense rose of delicate 
construction were seen the rose nymphs at 
play. Again Proteus descended to the prosaic, 
and the float following represented the “ fa- 
miliar vegetables.” Here were seen the cab- 
bage, beet, carrot, £0. 

Thistles made the sncceeding tableau, which 
looked like a pinchof the Highlands taken by 
some Olympian hand and presented to Proteus 
by some brotherin the courtof the gods. Sea 
plants formed the next subject. A large sea 
shell, over which gauzy waves rolled, was the 
centrepiece, around which fishes and reptiles 
glided in and out amid the flower products of 
the sea. Water lilies were the next subject. 
Huge regias floated on the placid bosom of a 
sch a lake and formed a home forlovely naiads. 

The fioats devoted to cherries, to corn, and to 
acorns were fantastic and ingenious. The 
sentimental pansy was the theme of a striking 
picture. A bank of pansies was shown, upon 
which reclined fairy pansies in purple raiment. 

The Jast car was dedicated to fungi. Ina 
patch of mushrooms a number of elves was 
geen sporting and paying honor to the presid- 
ing nymph. In the centre of the tableau was 
an immense umbrella-like mushroom, ‘rom 
which rain fell on the backs of shell-backed 
‘snails. When the splendor of the pageant dis- 
appeared in the distance, the. crowds hurried 
‘homeward and the ball room, into which the 
French Opera House had been transformed, be- 
gan to fill with the flower of the beauty and 
fashion of the city, awaiting the opening of the 
Protean ball 

cog ned asthe clock struck 3, amid shrieks 
from a hundred steam versels up and down the 
;river for miles and the discharge of artillery 
‘from the shore, echoed by a salute from the 
‘Austrian corvette Aurora anchored in mid- 
‘stream, Rex made his entry into his capital city. 
,The revenue cutter Galveston had been placed 
fathis disposal, and from it he and his gorgeous 
, retinue, his staff and harem, disembarked and 
| took their places in the line of escort. This 
yporgecus column was headed by the First Divia- 
‘ion of the Louisiana State National Guard and 
‘the Independent Battalion, Washington 
‘Artillery, followed by the regiments of uni- 
formed Knights of Pythias and Knights of 
(Honor. A hundred mounted citizens in 

dress guarded the person of his 
fRoyal Highness, and a hundred others 
fin various grotesque uniforms followed. The 
\Knights of Joy and the royal yachtsmen pre- 
ceded the palanquin upon which the King was 
borne, followed by carriages conveying his 
foyal favorites. A longline of carriages con- 
Veyed the royal host and carnival court. 

The column moved down Canal to St. Charles 
Street to the Municipal Hall, where hia Majesty 
‘was most graciously received by his Honor, 
‘Joseph A. Shakespeare, who turned over to him 
ehe great goldon keys of the city and drank hie 
health in a foaming glass. The march was then 
continued to the Hotel Royal, where the King 
Yetired to refresh himself and the marching 
column disbanded. 





BOTH LEGS MUST BE AMPUTATED. 


A SEVERE ACCIDENT ON THE HUDSON 
RIVER RAILROAD YESTERDAY. 


A peculiar aceident took place yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Dobbs Ferry. Henry Johnson, aged 
thirty, of Trenton, N. J.,a oarpenter, was en- 
gaged at work on a scaffold on one of the little 
cabins which the Hudson River Railroad is put- 
ting up from which to work the block system 
of signals. Just north of this cabin is the crane 
upon which the mail bags are placed for the 
through mail trains to take it on the fly. 

At 4:20 yesterday afternoon the mail train 
came suddenly around the curve south of this 
cabin, and just before it reached it the mail 


clerk extended the iron arm to seize the mail 

bag.. The man came first, and it struck him on 

the legs and carried him by the side of the car a 

little way, when he dropped head first to the 
ound. 

The mail bag was not taken and the train did 
notstcp. The man was picked up, and it was 
found that there were compound fractures of 
the bones of both legs. Railroad Detective Gore 
took him to 8t. John’s Hospital, Yonkera, where 
it was decided that both legs would have to be 
amputated.

CLEVELAND AND HILL CONTRASTED 


‘A FLORIDA DEMOCRAT WHO SEES THE 
DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THEM. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Feb. 29.—In a letter ad- 
dressed to the editor of the Times-Union, Mr. 
P. P. Bishop of Citra, who recently talked in an 
interesting strain toa TIMES representative con- 
cerning the attitude of Florida Democrats 
toward Mr. Cleveland, says among other things: 


“Weare all familiar with Cleveland’s conception 
ofthe public. service. As Mayor of Bu Gov- 
ernor of New-York, and President of the United 
Sates he made it plain to all the world that no power 
could induce Lim to swerve from rinciple that 
@ ‘ public office is a public trust.’ How has it been 
with Hill? Who can point to an instance in which 
he ever subordinated his selfish aims to the welfare 
of the people? Over and over again he has savriticed 
the interests of his State and the interests of his 
yerey to his own inordinate ambition. I can give a 

ong bill of particulars in substantiation of this 
statement whenever L[amecalled upon todoso. In 
my view, the simple fact that a public man has built 
up @ personal machine—an organization of pro- 
fessional politicians, wire-puliers, and ‘heelers,’ 
made subservient to him by their insatiable greed— 
is sufficient to down him in the eyes of all thoughtful 
and patriotic men. 

“The incompatibility of — bossism with 
good official service is amply illustrated in the recent 
conduct of Senator Hill himself. His Senatorial term 
began on the 4th or March, 1891, and he has oc- 
cupied his seat about ten days. Kefore he could make 
a beginning of becoming familiar with his new 
duties he hastened to New-York in order to compel 
his creatures of the State Committee to call @ con- 
vention at so early a date that the Democratic 
masses could not have time to organize an omnes 
tion to his machine in the several counties of the 
State, and he was until to-day, to the total neg- 
lect of the interests which he holds in trust as Sen- 
ator, devoting himself wholly to the work of secur- 
ing a solid Hill delegation to the National Conven- 
tion. Can any man think, without disgust, of Hill’s 
attempt to force himsolf by such acts into the Presi- 
dency of the United States? Try to imagine awelf- 
respecting siatesman descending to such a depth. 

“Aside from the personal characteristics of the 
two mep, [amin favor of Cleveland because I ap- 
prove of the positions which he has had the courage 
todefine in unmistakable language. As a tariff reform- 
er he has had no rival since he made tariff reform the 
principal tenet of the Democratic creed. yn this sub- 
ject Hill bas dealt only in the vaguest peneceens, 
except that he has pronounced in favor of the restora- 
tion of the Republican tariff of 1883. It is evident 
that he has no convictions on the subject which he is 
not ready to subordinate to what he ma Sognre as 
selfish expediency. There is much significance, 
however, in the fact that the leading sdvocates of 
his nomination are Democratic protectionists. 

“Tam aware that many thousands of intelligent 
Democrats differ with Mr, Cleveland as to the free 
coinage of silver, although most of them are pre- 
pared to waive that question for the present. For 
myself I will say, with all deference to the superior 
knowledge of other men, that the most diligent study 
Ihave been able to bestow upon the subject has 
brought me to the conclusion that the free coinage 
of silver would be exceedingly perilous to all our iu- 
tereste. I believe the first result would be the dis- 
appearance of more than $500,000,000 of gold from 
our circulation, und consequently such a violent con- 
traction of the currency as would cause a general 
crash in all our centres of business. Whether I am 
right or wrong in this view, I regard it as abso- 
lutely certain that the incorporation of a free-coinage 
plank in our national platform would bring over- 
whelming defeat to our party. Not asingle Kastern 
State—not even New-Jersey—could be carried on 
such @ platform, and no Western State could be 
gained by its adoption. 

“ Every man accustomed to the thoughtful obser- 
vation of current events must be convinced that the 
casting of the Electorial vote of New-York for David 
B. Hill has already become an utter impossibility. 
The town elections now taking place sufticientiy in- 
dicate the disgust with which his recent high- 
handed proceedings are regarded. The county after 
county Democratic Boards of ‘Supervisors are being 
superseded by Republican boards, and lifelong Dem- 
ocrats throughout the State in large numbers are 
heard declaring that they will never again vote for 
David B. Hill under any circumstances. There is a 
fine chance here for moralizing on the short-sighted. 
ness of cunning men, but I forbear.” 





NEW-JERSEY COURT OF ERRORS. 


—_——s--—™”S 
DECISIONS IN VARIOUS CASES WHICH 
WERE RENDERED YESTERDAY. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 29.—In the Court of 
Errors to-day a number of opinions of interest 
to corporations and municipalities were read. 
A decision was rendered sustaining the Su- 
preme Court, which had decided that the 
Newark and South Orange Horse Railroad Com, 
pany could not be legally exempted from taxa- 
tion. The Radels, who own the road, claimed 
exemption from taxation under their charter, 
and no assessment was made until the year 
1889, when an assessment on a valuation of 
$240,000 was made. This was not paid. In 
1890 the assessed valuation was raised to 


$300,000, and the tax for that year not being 
paid, suit was brought. The company must pay 
taxes to the amount of $60,000, 

The Court of Errors fixed an important prin- 
ciple in the matter of the running of trains on a 
foggy ~ ay, ee case was thatof the Erie 
Railroad va. amon. The latter obtained a 
verdict for damages from an accident that oc- 
curred on a foggy day. The Court of Errors re- 
verses the decision of the lower court, and 
holds that an engine must either whistle or ring 
within 200 yards of acrossing. This is all that 
is required. If the meteorological conditions 
are such as to cause an accident, the railroad is 
relieved of further responsibility. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad must now submit 
to the National Dock and Janction Koad cross- 
ing its car road at the Point of Rooks in Jersey 
City. Some time ago a commission was ap- 
pointed to condemn the land of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and assess damages. One of 
the Commissioners died. A bill was passed by 
the Legislature providing for the appointment 
of a new commission. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road claimed that the law was unconstitutional, 
and asked the court to set it aside. Tne Chief 
Justice decided that the commission is all 
right and can condemn the land. 

Thomas J. Regan, the present Democratic Col- 
lector of Essex County, is made firm in his 
oftice, for the court decides that Joseph M. 
Smith, the Republican who was ousted, is not 
entitled te the protection of the Veterans’ act. 
This does not apply to offices with fixed terms. 





A WORKING SECRETARY. 


PRELIMINARIES OF THE PROHIBITION 
CAMPAIGN IN CONNECTICUT. 


HIARTFORD, Feb. 29.—The Rev. 8. B. Forbes of 
this city has been appeinted Secretary of the 
Prohibition State Central Committee, in place of 
J. B. Smith of New-Britain. The latter will re- 
tain his membership in the committee, however, 
representing Hartford County in the party 
councils and campaign. 

Mr. Forbes was the Prohibition candidate for 
Governor in 1886 and received 4,699 votes in the 
Btate, forcing Gov. Lounsbury’s election into 
the Legislature. The Prohibition vote was un- 
expectedly largein view of the fact that both 
Goy. Lounsbury and Lieut. Gov. James L. How- 
ard of this city, who were nominated by the Re- 
publicans, were pronounced temperance men. 
Goy. Lounsbury’s temperance ideas were so 
strong that he publicly criticised one of the 
members of his staff for indulging in wine in a 
popular social assemblage. The new Seoretary 
of the committee is a vigorous campaigner and 
will inaugurate the canvass by a series of Coun- 
ty Conventions in March. The first one will be 
held at Torrington March 15. Conventions will 
be held at Danbury and Waterbury during the 
following two days, and at Middletown March 
18. Beginning with March 22 the week will be 
devoted to conventions in New-London, Put- 
nam, Rockville, and New-Britain. These meet- 
ings will be held for the purpose of awakening a 
wider public interest in the temperance move- 
ment in the State and preparing the way foran 
increased Prohibition vote. 

The whole thing will be in the interast of Pro- 
hibition politics. The Secretary of the State 
Committee will not consent to the amalgama- 
tion proposed by the Farmers’ Alliance and 
woman seuffragists, belioving that better work 
in this State at least can be achieved along 
strictly Prohibition lines. The convention for 
the nomination of a State ticket will not be held 
until June,

THE GERMAN NAVY. 


VON CAPRIVI’S REASONS FOR BUILDING 
MORE SHIPS. 


BERLIN, Feb. 29.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Chancellor von Caprivi demanded that there be 
reinserted in the navy estimates the clause pro- 
viding for the construction of oruisers and 
corvettes that had been elided by the commit- 
tee which considered the measure. The 
Chancellor declared that the ships were neces- 
sary in order to make attacks upon the enemy’s 
commerce in the event of war. Germany, he 
declared, had no intention of conducting a war 
with privateers. It would be impossible to do 
without cruisers. : 

The Vulcan Shipbuilding Company of Stettin, 
Chancellor von Caprivi added, has been prom- 
ised the order to build the corvettes provided 
for in the eliminated section. If the company 
did not receive the contract it would be cum- 
pelled to discharge a large number of workmen. 
Already there were 5,000 destitute workingmen 
in that city. The present year was especially 
hard on workingmen, and the Prussian Govern- 
ment was arranging to commence work in the 
shipbuilding yards at an earlier date than usual, 
simply in order to give employment to working- 
men at present unemployed.

VON MOLTKE’S WAR LETTERS. 


CORRESPONDENCE DEALING WITH THE 
DANISH WAR OF 1864. 


LONDON, Feb. 29.—The first volume of Count 
von Moltke’s war correspondence is of interest 
chiefly to students of military tactics. The 
volume contains 146 letters relating to the 
Danish war of 1864. The foresight of von 
Moltke was shown as early as 1863, when, writ- 
ing to von Roon of the necessity of a plan ofeon- 
centration so that the army would be ready to 
meet the French, he said the plan ought to be 
based upon the solid co-operation of the whole 
of Southwest Germany, especially Bavaria. 
The development of the plans discloses the fact 
that he attached the greatest importance to the 
general international situation. He repeatedly 
urges the maintenance of the strength of the 
general staff as a necessity for partial or gen- 
eral mobilization. 

He wrote to King William in January, 1864, 
that should Saxony and Hanover, as then 
seemed possible, join Denmark, the seat of war 
would be transferred and a fresh mobilization 
would be necessary. Hisreports to King Will- 
iam comment upon the strategy leading to the 
siege and capture of Duppel in March. He 
thought the time would have been better spent 
in landing in Alsen and occupying Funen. Sub- 
sequent events proved the criticism correct, as 
one month laterthe Danes retreated from Alsen. 
Von Moltke’s scheme of operations was there- 
after adopted and ended the war. 

Among von Moltke’s characteristic phrases 
occur the following in letters to Gen. Blumen- 
thal: “‘For goodness sake, don’t make extensive 
reports on events about to happen,” and again, 
“Make history; leave the writing of it to 
others. Take Alsen and 6,000 pairs of boots, 
and all other sins you ever committed will be 
forgiven you.”’

Horton, when seen by 
areporter in his cell, said that Fooker, with 
whom he had business relations, and who owed 
him an amount of $80 or so, handed hima 
paenee in the middle of January, stating that 
tcontained some valuable stock on which he 
was trying to work a deal, and asking him to 
keop it till Col. Leonard should come with

OUR BERING SEA CLAIMS 
DECISION FOR THIS GOVERNMENT 
IN THE SAYWARD CASE. 


THE APPINCATION FOR A WRIT OF 
PROHIBITION DENIED-—THE POLIT- 
ICAL ASPECT BARELY TOUCHED—THE 

/~ ARBITRATION AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The anxiously awaited 
opinion of the United States Supreme Court in 
the pow famous case of ex parte Thomas Henry 
Cooper, owner of the Canadian schooner W. P. 
Sayward, by which the Government of Great 
Britain and the Dominion of Canada sought to 
obtain a determination of the question of the 
right of the United States to exercise exclusive 
jcrisdiction over the sea) fisheries in Bering 
fea, was to-iay rendered by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

By this suit, brought in the name of Cooper 
by the Government of which he was a subject, a 
Writ of prohibition was sought to restrain the 
United States District Court for the District of 
Alaska from proceeding to carry out a decree of 
forieiture rendered py the Alaska court. The 
forfeituredecree wasrendered after the schooner 
Bay ward had been libeled and sentence obtained, 
On the ground that she had violated the act of 
Congress probibiting the catching of seals in the 
Waters of Alaska or Bering Sea. 

Joseph H. Choate of New-York and Calderon 
Carlisle of this city, in behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, opposed the argument of 
Attorney General Miller and Solicitor General 
Taft, who represented the United States. 

The court decided in favor of the United 
States and denied the petition for a writ of pro- 
hibition. The court first took up the question 
ofthe right of the Supreme Court to issue a 
writof prohibition against the Alaska court. 
It says that, although the Alaska court was not 
mentioned in the act giving the United States 
Supreme Court power to issue writs of prohibi- 
tion to review decisions of the district courts, 
yet nevertheless, where the Alaska court 1s act- 
ing as a district court of the United States and 
in an admiralty proceeding, it comes within the 

purview of the act giving the Supreme Court 
power of review by way of writ of prohibition. 

It then takes up the next question and says 
that the libel, on its face, states that the court 
found that the sealing had taken place within 
the limits of Alaska and the waters thereof, 
thus making jurisdiction appear fully on the 
tace of the proceedings. The owner of the ves 
sel, the court says, could have questioned the 
right of the court to exercise jurisdiction and 

\try the case. He did not do so, and the court 
holds that it cannot now, onthe ground that the 
private rights of the owner were Involved, issue 
a writof prohibition to determine whether or 
not the Alaska court had the jurisdiction clearly 
asserted on the face of the proceedings. 

The political question involved the court did 
mot actually decide, though it conveyed a very 
broad intimation that, if it had not a narrower 
ground on which torefuse the writ, it would 
have declined to grant the writon this ground, 

asthe court shouid not pass upon questions 
which were political intheir nature, It said 
the matter had long beenin controversy and 
negotiation between the two Governments. It 
recognized the honor paid the court in the will- 
ingness expressed to have it review the merits 
of the fact as to whether or not this country’s 
jurisdiction extends over the whole of bering 
Sea, but said that itdid not think the legal 
tribunals should interfere with assertions of 
territorial sovereignty made by the other de- 
partments of the Government. 

Justice Field dissented in this case, and also 
from a decision in favor of the United States in 
the case of the schooner Sy) via Handy, an Amer- 
ican vessel seized for illegal sealing, and in 
which the points raised were the same as in the 
Sayward case. 

The negotiations between the United States 
aud Great Britain looking to the submission to 
arbitration of the long-pending controversy be- 
tween the two countries in regard to the Bering 
fea seal tisheries reached a favorable conciu- 
sion to-day. SirJulian Pauncefote, the British 
Minister, met Secretary Biaine by appointment 
&t the State Department to-day, and signed the 
treaty of arbitration on behalf of Great Britain. 
He said he had been fully authorized by Lord 
Salisbury to take this action. 

Mr. Blaine signed the document on behalf of 
this Government, and the matter was consum- 
mated so far as the diplomatic part of the bus!- 
mess is concerned. ‘he treaty is still subject, 
however, to the action of the British Parlia- 
ment and the United States Senate. The exact 
terms of the treaty cannot now be stated, but 
itis known thatthe Board of Arbitration will 
consisi of seven persons, two representing the 

“United States, two representing Great Britain, 
fone of whom isto be a Canadian,) aud one 
each representing the neutral Goveruments 
of France, Sweden, and Italy. 

The joint commission considering the sealing 
industry held another meeting at the State De- 
partment this afternoon. It will probably close 
its sessions this week. 


On July 9, 1887, the United States revenue 
cutter Rush seized the schooner W. P. Sayward, 
a sealing vessel owned by Thomas Henry Coop- 
er, a British subject, at a point in the Bering 
Sea fifty-nine miles from shore. The Sayward, 
being an English vessel, was seized and taken 
to port, where W. D. Ball, an attorney for the 
United States for the District of Alaska, by a 

rocess secured from the United States District 

ourt, declared the boat seized for carrying on 
the sealing business within the limits of the 
United States’ jurisdiction, and that the boat, 
with all her tackle, furniture, &c., was forfeited 
te the United States, and as such was to be sold 
for the benefit of creditors. 

The question raised in the whole matter was 
whether Bering Sea was a mare clausum, s0 
called, under the jurisdiction of the United 
States, ora partof the high seas. In behalf of 
the owner, Charles Strauss, attorney of record 
in the case, appealed from the ruling of the 
District Court of Alaska to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The question then arose 
as to the validity of such an appeal, and fearing 
lest the wase should ve thrown out by the Snu- 

me Court, Mr. Strauss proceeded to forward 
is client’s case in another way. He served no- 
ce upon the Attorney General of the United 
tates, then Mr. Garland, that he wished to 
withdraw his appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
his west was granted. He then instantly 
made forma! application to the Attorney General 
for permission to ask the Supreme Court to issue 
awrit of prohibition restraining the carrying 
out of the order of the Alaska court to sell the 
Sayward. Then Mr. Cooper ceased action on 
his own account, and appealed to the British 
Government for protection. That Government 
retained counsel in America, including Calde- 
ron Carlisic, Joseph H. Choate, and Charles 
Strauss. While the application for leave to ap- 
ply to the Supreme Court for a writ of prohibi- 
tion was pending the ruling of the AlasKa court 
could not be carried out. 

This leave was granted, and then the British 
Government asked that this writ of prohibition 
be made perpetual, which would establish the 
lisability of the District Court of Alaska in 
any similar case which might come up in fut- 
ure. The writ of prohibition of the Supreme 
Court isin iteelf a decision, and the denial ut- 
tered yesterday by the Supreme Court of the 
request of the British Government only applies 
to this request that the writ be made perpetual, 
and hence only settles the case of the Sayward. 
The case of the Sayward involves the question 
of jurisdiction in the Bering Sea, hut does not 
pettic that whole question now in arbitration 
between Great Britain and the United States.

Justice Lamar and Chief Justice Fuller con- 
curred in the findings of the court, but dissent- 
ed from that part holding the reciprocity section 
constitutional. They held that it was a transfer 
of legislative power, but conourred in the con- 
clusion reached, on the ground that there was 
not a vital connection between the reciprocity 
section and the tariff portions of the act. 


THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


LAST HOPE OF FIELDEN AND SCHWAB 
EXTINGUISHED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day extinguished the last 
hope of the two imprisoned Auarchists by afiirm- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois, 
and the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Northern District of Illinois, in the cases of 
Samuel Fielden and Michael Schwab versus the 
Warden of Joliet Penitentiary. These two men 
were sentenced to be hanged with Spies and the 
other Anarchists for complicity in the famous 
Haymarket riot in Chicago, but their sentences 
were commuted to life imprisonment by the 
Governor. 

In the application for writs of habeas corpus 
which the court to-day denied, counsel for the 


twomen alleged that their sentence was in 
violation of the Constitution because the men 
were notin court in person when the Illinois 
Supreme Court rendered judgment sustaining 
the decision of the trial court aud resentenced 
them, and that their right to say why sentence 
should not be passed upon them had been de- 
nied. It was also contended that while the 
Governor of Lilinois had power to commute the 
sentence, nO warrant was given by law for the 
execution of that commutation. Certain other 
minor points were also brought in. 

Justice Harlan, who delivered the opinion of 
the court, first took up the ground that the pris- 
oners had been denied due process because not 
present when the lilinois Supreme Court passed 
sentence. The opinion says the Supreme Court 
of Illinois was not one of original jurisdiction. 
The whole argument in behalf of the prisuners 
proceeded upon the assumption that the S8u- 
preme Court of Illinois pronounced the sen- 
tence of death, and such was not the fact; that 
sentence was pronounced by the Court of Cook 
County, and the Supreme Court of Illinois 
merely refixed the day, in conformity with the 
original code of Llinois. The court holds that 
no constitutional right of the prisoners was de- 
nied by the Supreme Court refusing to enter on 
its record the fact that Schwab and Fielden were 
not present when judgment was pronounced. 

In reading the opinion the Justice made no 
mention of the point that the Governor could 
commute the sentence, but could not provide 
for its execution. Gen. Butler, the counsel for 
the Anarchists, was present when the announce- 
ment was made. The decision was unanimous. 
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PASTORS ARE NOT LABORERS. 


MR. WARREN CAME HERE 
LEGITIMATELY. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—In the case of the suit 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity of New-York 
to test the question of its right to import 4 
rector, the Rey. Mr. Warren, the Supreme Court 
to-day reversed the action of the lower court 
and decided in favor of the church.

In the case just decided, complaint was made 
by the United States Government against the 
rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen of the Protestant 
EpiscopalChurch of the Holy Trinity, Madison 
Avenue and Forty-second Street, for violating 
the coutract labor law in having brought to this 
country, in September, 1887, by arrangement 
made here, the Rev. E. Walpole Warren, at the 
time of bis call a subject and resident of Great 
Britain, to be their rector. 

A demurrer to the complaint was interposed 
and was argued before Judge Wallace, in the 
United States court, April 22, 1888 Judge 
Wallace overruled the demurrer and confirmed 
the tine of $1,000 an Sgro on the church. A 
proposal of the church authorities to compro- 
mise the case being refused, the suit was car- 
ried to the Supreme Court, with the result given 
above. 


THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Tbe case of Edward 
H. Horner vs. the United States was to-day de- 
cided by the United States Supreme Court. 

Horner is a New-York banker who sold Aus- 
trian florin bonds in which there is a lottery 
feature, the bonds being drawn in the same 
manner as loitery prizes. Horner was tried 
under the recent Auti-Lottery act and convi cted. 
Aside from the question as to whether or not 
the schewe comes within the provisions of the 
Anti-Lottery act, an important constitutional 
point was raised, viz., that as the letters con- 
taining the advertisement of the lottery were 
mailed in New-York, Horner cannot be tried in 
lllinois, im which State the letters were recived, 
The Lottery act made the offense triable in 
either the district of mailing or of receipt, and 
it was contended that this provision violated 
the Federal Constitution. 

The court affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court in favor of the United States in an 
opinion by Justice Blatchford. 

AEA SELES 
OTH ER SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The Supreme Court, in 
an opinion by Justice Blatchford, to-day af- 
firmed the devision of the lower courts in the 
cases of Annin and others vs. Walsh, Police 
Justiee of Brooklyn, and others, invelving the 
question of the legality of an act fixing elevator 
charges in the State of New-York. he decis- 
ion upholds the law. Three Justices dissented. 

Justice Harlan rendered the opinion of the 
court in the original suit between the United 
States and the State of Texas to settle the ques- 
tion .of dominion over Greer County, the 
United States contending that it is a part of the 
Indian Territory. The case came upon a de- 
murrer by the State of Texas, which contended 
that the United States Supreme Court had no 
jurisdiction to try the suit The court over- 
ruled the demurrer, so that the sult now comes 
up for trialon its merits. Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justice Lamar dissented.

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STATE SENATORS INVESTIGATING 
THE COAL COMBINATION. 


LITTLE INFORMATION OBTAINED FROM 
THE WITNESSES EXAMINED YESTER- 
DAY—PRESIDENT SLOAN PROFESSES 
IGNORANCE OF A DEAL. 


The committee of the State Senate ap pointed 
to investigate the alleged ooal deal recently 
effected between the Philadelphia and Reading, 
Lehigh Valley, Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, and Jersey Central Railroads met at 
the Hotel Metropole yesterday morning to pros- 
ecute its inquiries. Senator MoMahon, Chair- 
man, and Senators Erwin and Cantor were the 
only members present. Senatora McCarren, 
Hogan, Endres, and Saxton were the absentees. 

All the witnesses who had been subpmnaed 
were present, including Samuel Sloan, Prest 
dent of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West. 
ern; E. R. Holden, Second Vice President and 
Manager of the company’s coal interests; W. 
8. Sloan, Third Vice President and Manager of 
the passenger and freight departments; Fred- 
erick 8. Chambers, Secretary, and W. B. Smth, 
General Eastern Passenger Agent of the Lehigh 
Valley. Daniel G. Gritlin of Watertown is the 
committee's counsel 

Mr. Sloan was the first witness called. He 
appeared to be very much bored, and little in- 
formation was obtained from him. He ex- 
plained the lines of his road and the general 
scope of its business. Mr, Griffin asked him 
what changes had taken place recently in the 
Board of Directors of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, and Mr. Sloan replied that, 
as Russell Sage and Sidney Dillon had resigned, 


J. Rogers Maxwell and George F. Baker had 
been elected in their places, The examination 
was continued as follows: 

Q.—Are you able to inform this committee of the 
reasons for the resignation of Sage aud Diileon and 
the election of Maxwelland Baker/ A.—There was 
no reason. Maxwell and Baker have long been hold- 
ers of the stock of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western. Mr. Baker called on me and asked if [ 
had any wy ety to their going on our board, as 
they were large holders of our securities. I replied 
thatif their investments were not 8 ulations I 
could see no reason fur objecting, and, the matter 
having been reterred to a committee, they were 
placed on the ticket. 

Q.—With the consent of Sageand Dillon? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Could you indicate what Maxwell’sand Baker’s 
holdings were up to Feb. 1? A.—I could not. I 
think Baker had 4,000 shares. 

q.—Are you an ollicer of the Lehigh Valley or New- 
Jersey Central Koad! A.—I was elected a Director 
of the New-Jersey Central a short time ago, but I 
have attended no meetings. 

Q.—That was about the time Maxwell 
were elected to your board! A.—Yes, 

Q.—Is any member of your road au officer of the 
Reading Rvad! A.—No. 

.—Have you seen a ducument or agreement by 
which a combination was made between the Read- 
ing and New-Jersey Central! A.—No. I kuow 
nothing about it. | know uothing save what the 
pewspapers tell me. 

Q.— Have you any information whatever regarding 
the subject which we are investigating!

Q.—Would the present relations between those 
roads tend to foster harmonicus relations}! A.—I 
don’t know. My business is to take care of the Del- 
— Lackawanna and Western, which [ propose 
to do. 

Q.—You had no motive whatever in going into the 
Jersey (entral! A.—None. It was a matter of per- 
lect indifierence to me. 

E. R. Holden, who has charge of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western's ¢oal interests, 
was the next witness. He described the terri- 
tory covered by his road and its competitors 
and showed the resources of each. He could 
not tell the committee how much coal his road 
carried in any stated period, and he was unable 
to answer Mr. Griffin’s inquiries as to the com- 
parative amounts carried by the Lehigh Valley 
and the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western. 

In answer to a question as to whether he had 
recently given any attention to the subject of 
coal Mr. Holden replied: ** That is all that keeps 
my name on the pay roll.” 

He explained that the Delaware, Lackawanna 
aud Western is a direct producer of coal, and 
thatthe Lehigh Valley and keading Roads ob- 
tained their coal through subsidiary corpora- 
uions under the same general ownership. 

Senator Erwin made seyeral futile efforta to 
obtain from the witness a statement as to how 
prices for carrying coal are determined. The 
witness respectfully avoided an explanation as 
to the method of carrying on the company's 
business and questioned the propriety of such 
efforts on the part of the committee. “If you 
will call at my office to buy coal,” he said, “I 
will go into ali the necessary particulars.”’ 

Q.—Who is your chief competitor in New-York? 
A.—Among our competitors are the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company, the Pennsylvania Coal 
Company, the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company, and the Lehigh Valley. 

Q.—Has there been any change made in the market 
price of coal by your company recently} A.—I think 
not. 

—Is any change contemplated? A.—I don’t think 
so. Itis customary inthe Spring to arrange anew 
schedule, ‘hat is done between March 1 and May 
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and Baker 


Q.—When was the last time yon fixed prices? A.— 
The last time any definite change was made was in 
October, but there has been a gradual falling olf of 
those prices ever since, 

Q.—You put up the prices whenever you see an 
emergency! A.—Yes. 

Q.—Do you see any emergency at present? A.— 
Well, itis constantly in my thoughts to get the best 
prices possible. Prices are not changed without 
a with representatives of other com- 

anies,. 

PO. — Now, just state the names of those companies

WARMER THAN 
THE WEATHER RECORD OF THE THREE 


é WINTER MONTHS. 


The three calendar Winter months that closed 
last night st midnight show that a temperature 
somewhat above the normal for the Winter sea- 
son has been maintained. The average since 
Deo. 1, 1891, has been 35.1°, whereas the last 
twenty-two years show but 32.1°. This differ- 
ence is largely due to the extremely high range 
of the thermometer for December, the mean for 
that month being 42°, or the highest for Decem- 
ber in twenty-one years. February was also 
somewhat warmer than the average, a3 its tem- 
perature was 33.3°, whereas the last twenty- 
two years show a meanof 318°. Stillit was 
colder than February, 1891, or February, 1890. 

It was left to January to. bring the average 
down more nearly to what is popularly sup- 
posed to be the proper height of the meroury 
for a “ good, old-fashioned Winter.” This task 
was, however, but indifferently performed, as 
January shows but one-half of a degree below 
the normal of 30.5°. This would make it the 
coldest January since 1888, when the tempera- 
ture showed a mean of 26°, almost the coldest 
recorded for the last twenty-two years. . 

December’s coldest day was the 17th, when 
the mean for the twenty-four hours was 20°, the 
minimum being reached early on the morning 
of the 18th, when14° was recorded. One natu- 
rally expects to find much colder weather in 
December toward the close of the month than 
at its beginning, but last December contained a 
remarkable number of days of compete et 
high temperature toward ite close. The highest 
mean for twenty-four hours was 56° on the 234, 
the maximum on that day, of 68°, being the 
highest the mercury reached for the month. 
The day after Christmas showed a mean of 52°, 
which is exceptionally high. 

In January the fluctuationsof the mereury were 
also marked, 54° being the highest méan, 
which was recorded in the middle of the month 
on the 14th, the lowest being 12° on the 26th, 
13° on the 20th, and 14° on the 27th. Asa 
— we find 8° both on the 20th and the 
27th. . 

For February the extremes were not so far 
apart, and the daily temperatures were conse- 

uently much nearer the monthly mean. On 
the 15th there was a record of 42° for the day, 
which was the warmest in the month, although 
there were several days when the mercury 
stood somewhat above the highest point reached 
on that day, which was 47.6°. The 13th, with 
& daily mean of 19.6°, and the 17th, with 19.9°, 
were the coldest days in February, the lowest 
recorded temperature being 11.9° on the 13th. 





CONFESSED TO ARSON. 


HE SET FIRE TO A STABLE AND GIVES 
HIS REASONS FOR DOING SO. 


Joseph White, aged twenty-three years, of 
468 Dean Street, Brooklyn, was arrested yester- 
day ona charge of arson, and he made a full 
confession. He rushed into the Bergen Street 
Station House at 2:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and told the Sergeant that astable at 522 
Dean Street was on tire. This was found to be 
true and ati alarm was sent out, but before the 
flames were extinguished the stable was de- 
stroyed and twelve horses were suffocated. 
They belonged to Joseph Carey, who said they 
were worth $2,000. 

Detective Reynolds had been watching White 
early in the evening, and had seen him enter 
the station house and give the alarm for two 
smaller fires early Sunday evening, and he con- 
cluded that White knew more about the fires 
than he had told,so he arrested the fellow. 
White tried to prove at first that he was at his 
aunt's, at 119 Undernill Avenue, but the latter 
contradicted him, and he finally signed the fol- 
lowing confession: 

I, Joseph White of 468 Dean Streot, did admit 
in the presence of Detective, Sergeant Reynolds 
and Sergeant Heury Metcaif thatI set fire about 
2:10 vo’clock this {Monday! morning to the frame 
stable at 65622 Dean Street, by throwing a lighted 
match into the hay loft, the entrance to which was 
elfected by my climbine over the Dean Street 
fence into the lot adjoining and then into the stable 
yard. Finding the door leading to the hay loft open, 
1 entered and went upstairs, where I threw the 
match and then came down. I went tomy mncle’s, 
Michael McCue, 476 Dean Street, and gave the 
alarm. { also reported the fire at the Tenth Pre- 
cinct. I did not set fire to any other stable or build- 
ing than the one at 622 Dean Street, 

JOSEPH WHITE, 468 Dean Street. 

Witnesses: James G. Keynolds, Henry Metcalf.

MR. DOS PASSOS ON TRUSTS. 


LEGISLATION AGAINST THEM, HE SAYS, 


HAS BEEN FUTILE, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I did not, in the argument which I had the honor 
to make before the Judiciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate on Friday last, co “‘out of my way to defend 
trusts and trust makers.’ I was undertaking to 
prove to this committee, by a historical review of all 
the statutes and laws, that, from the beginning of 
the legislation in England in 1734 down to the pres- 
ent time, the effects of laws undertaking to regulate 
business or trade, of no matter what description, 
had been futile and unwise. 

When Icamedown tothe year 1890 I disoussed 
the anti-trust act of Congress, and said, in substance, 
that it was demagogical and useless, and that 
nothing had been accomplished under it. I also 
said that the cry against trusts was demagogical, 
because trusts, in substance, were ‘no different from 
corporations. Isaidif you permit aggregated cap- 
ital to act under the form ofa eorporation you might 
as well permit it to act in the form of a trust; that it 
was a distinction without a difterence. 

I also said that the time might come when laws 
would be necessary against the aggregation of capl- 
tal, but thatit was quite unphilosophical and un- 
reasonable to make attacks against trusts when you 
permitted the same thing to be accomplished through 
the instrumentality of corporations. Ninoe the act 
of Congress of 1890 all kinds of trusts have been 
formed and will continue to be formed, because this 
is an of concentration of capi and we might 
as well attempt to legisiato in regard to the size of 
the moon, or the rising and falling of the tides, as to 
undertake to control the laws of supply and demand 
as they might be illustrated through the various 
forme of business. 

T-also did remark, incidentally, that the price of 
sugar had been going down steadily since the forma- 
tion of the Sugar Trust, under the intiuence of com- 
bined labor, experience, and skill of the people who 
were interested in it, and that the removal of the 
competition which existed in that branch of business

WEBSTER’S DEFENSE BEGUN 


——>__— 


HIS LAWYERS MAKE A BOLD 
AND NOVEL MOVE. 


IT WAS DONE FOR EFFECT ON THE 


JURY —MR. MITCHELL’S OPENING 
ARGUMENT—SELF-DEFENSE CLAIMED 
IN WEBSTER’S BEHALF. 


The defense set the pace yesterday in Book- 
maker Webster's trial for murder in Part III. 
of the Court of General Sessions, and it will be 
a hot drive to the finish, with William F. Howe 
plying the wnip for all he is worth. The race 
for life or death may be over to-morrow. That 
Webster was pleased by his progress on the 
quarter stretch was shown by a remark that he 
made on leaving the courtroom yesterday. » 

“T’ve gota walk-over,” he said, confidently. 
His counsel thought likewise. 

The prosecution closed its case with the testi- 
mony of Dr. Taylor of Roosevelt Hospital, 
Arthur H. Goodwin, a brother of Webster’s 
victim, and Roundsman Daly, who was at the 
Percival Flats the night of the shooting. None 
of them contributed damaging evidence. Good- 
win gave his brother a good reputation, Dr. 
Taylor furnished an alleged dying declaration of 
Goodwin's, to be used in rebuttal, and the 
Roundsman described the broken cuspidor in 
Goodwin’s room. 

As soon as the prosecution announced that it 
had closed, the defense made a bold and novel 
move. The lawyers demanded that the prose- 
oution be compelled to call as their witnesses 
Night Engineer Macfarlane, the prisoner’s al- 
leged wife, and Chambermaid Romaine, all of 
whom, the defense alleged, were witnesses of 
Geodwin’s killing. The prosecution declined to 
call these persons, and the Courtsustained its 


position. Tho fight was made largely for its ef- 
fect on the jury. he three persons named will 
testify for the defense. 

Webster was deeply interested in yosterday's 
proceedings. He cried during Lawyer Mitohell’s 
address tothe jury and while Fanny Romaine 
was testifying. His alleged wife was in court 
part of the time, but was unmoved. Before 
court opened Mr. McIutyre received the follow- 
ind letter: 

Str: Are you aware that one of the Jurors in the 
Webster trial was tried and acquitted of killing a 
man with a clubthe Jury in his case brought in a 
verdic of self defence if he is the same man you can 
have a pretty good Idea how his sympathe will 
lead in his decision. Yours, Aah sTIC.

= McIntyre said he looked on the letter as a 
oo a e.”’ 

The first witness of the doy was Dr. Howard 
C. Taylor of the Roosevelt Hospital, who went 
to the Percival Flats on the evening Goodwin 
was shot, and who tesvified that he examined 
Goodwin's wound, found it of a fatal character, 
and removed him to the hospital, where the 
operation of laporotomy was performed in tho 
hope of saving his life. Goodwin died some 
time that night. 

The prosecution tried to get in evidence a 
statement made to Dr. Schultze at the hospital. 
but the Court ruled it out. Mr. Howe asked 
why Dr. Schultze had not been put on the 
stand. Mr. Melntyre stated that Dr. Schu!tze 
had several times positively declined to testify, 
and was now in Europe. Mr. Howe charged that 
the defense had not been apprised of the fact 
that Dr. Schultze could not be put on the stand. 

“IT desire to state tor the District Attorney,” 
said Lawyer Staples, * that Mr. Howe was noti- 
tied soine time ago that Dr. Schultze would not 
testify.” 

Mr. Howe angrily denied this. 

Dr. William A. Conway, one of the staff of 
Coroners’ physicians, swore that he made an 
autopsy on Goodwin's body the day after death. 
The brain was normal, and there was no sign of 
injury on the head. One lung was slightly con- 
gested. Death had been cavsed by the pistol- 
shot wound in the stomach. The course of the 
bullet was not downward, but “ right straight 
through.” 

Arthur H. Goodwin of Minneapolis, brother 
of the dead man, testified that he came East last 
Summer and got married. He took his wife to 
ths Percival Flate July 24 and lived there until 
Aug. 2. He was constantly with his brother 
while at the Percival, and his room adjoined the 
apartments of his brother. On the afternoon of 
Aug. 2 the witness and his wife left the city for 
Minpeapolis on a train leaving the Grand Cen- 
tral Station at 6 o’clock. His brother went with 
the witness and his wife to the train and was 
with thei until it left. 

On cross-examfhation the witness told Mr. 
Howe that his brother was adrummer, had 
been a prominent member of the New-York 
Athletic Club, and was about 5 feet 612 inches 
in height. Mr.-Howe and Mr. Mcintyre came 
together with aclash because of the persistence 
of the former in asking questions regarding the 
religious opinions of Webster's victim. Mr. 
sIowe began to talk fast, and the court admon- 
ished him not to get excited. 

Edward E Poor of Denny, Poor & Co., 116 
Worth Street, said Charles KE. Goodwin, Jr., was 
the nephew of his wife. On Aug. 3 last the wit- 
ness went to Roosevelt Hospital and identitied 
Goodwin’s body. It wastaken away and buried 
in Arlington, Mass. Mr. Howe had no questions 
to ask Mr. Poor. 


Roundsman Jobn Daly testified that he, Dr. 
Wimmer, Policeman James T. Smith, and three 
women were in Goodwin’s room after the 
shooting. Daly saw the broken cuspidor. Un- 
dertaker Joseph Freed was called to prove that 
Goodwin's body was sent to Boston for burial. 

Dr. Taylor, recallod, identified a written state- 
ment which he had made on the night Goodwin 
was admitted to the hospital, in Goodwin's 
presence, in a room adjoining the operating 
room, aud also in the presence of Dr. Schultze. 
The statement, an alleged dying declaration by 
Goodwin, was marked for identification, to be 
offered in evidence at a later stage of the trial. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre said the 
prosecution would rest after taking the testi- 
mony of one other witness-—Night Clerk Arthur 
Brasso of the Roosevelt Hospital. As Brasso 
was not present, Mr. MoIntyre suggested to the 
court to adjourn until his presence could be se- 
cured by an attachment. 

Civil Justice Mitchell arose. ‘‘May it please 
the court,” he said, ‘‘I want to ask Mr. MoIn- 
tyre ifheintends to call as witnesses for the 

rosecution Mrs. Webster, Chambermaid Fanny 

omaine, and Engineer Macfarlane?” 

**I do not,” replied Mr. McIntyre. 

*“‘Then,’”’ continued Mr. Mitchell, “I ask the 
court to direct the prosecution to call thosé wit- 
nesses. Macfarlane was subpenaed by the 
prosecution and is in court, and Mra. Webster 
and Fanny Romaine were arrested by the Dia- 
trict Attorney’s Office at the time of the shoot- 
ing and detained as witnesses. They should be 
called by the prosecution.” 

Mr. Mitchell read from English authorities to 
show that the District Attorney could not ‘‘ fox 
and dodge”’ by a em, callany of the wit- 
nesses subpenaed by him, or by calling only 
those witnesses who could throw a favorablo 
light on the prosecution’s side of the case. He 
must call every eye witness, and try the case 
fully and rok i 

Mr. Mitchell also read an American case in 
which there was the same ruling of the court. 
and he told the Judge of a capital oase on trial 
before Recorder Smyth where the Recorder, 
after listening to the English authorities, de- 
cided in accordance with them. ‘It is an unfair 
and unjust way to try a man for his life, to 
select certain witnesses and omit to call certain 
other witnesses,” said Mr. Mitchell. ‘ We in- 
sist, in the name of justice, that your Honor 
direct the District Attorney to call Mra. Webster, 
Fanny Romaine, and Macfarlane.” 

“In answer to your motion,” said Judge Cow- 
ing, ** the court has to say this: The court does 
not understand that the District Attorney con- 
cedes that any of the persons named by you 
were present at the shooting. Secondly, there 
is not w scintalla of evidence before this court 
that any of the persons mentioned were present 
ator were eye witnesses of the shooting. The 
prosecution might contend, if ordered to call 
these witnesses, that none of them was an eye- 
witness. For the reasons mentioned, therefore, 
your motion is denied.” 

*« From what you have heard of the evidence 
in this case, have you any doubt that Mrs. Wab- 
ster, Fanny Romaine, and Engineer Macfarlane 
were present at the shooting 1” asked Mr. Mitch- 
oll of Judge Cowing.

It does not make any difference, therefore, 
whether Evelyn Granville was Webster's wife 
or mistress. febster killed Goodwin to pre- 
vent his own brains from being beaten out. The 
prosecution produced only one witness to the 
shooting—Goodwin—and he only by proxy. 
Who was Goodwint A confirmed libertine, as 
we will show, who had effeminate men for his 
friends, who pursued married women, and who 
used his bachelor appartments for drunken 
orgies. He lived like a beast, and died like a 
beast, with a lie against Webster in his throat,

drunk, ran into Mrs. Webster’s room and at- 
tempted to assault her. She went down stairs 
for protection. That night when Webster came 
home and learned what occurred, what aid he 
dot Merely went to Goodwin and remonstrated. 
And Goodwin asked hin tf he was ‘ working the 
husband bluff.’ Webster was armed at that 
time and could have shot if he so desired. 

‘““Webster’s shot was not premeditated, be- 
cause he had been out all day Sunday laying 
heavy bets on one of his horses to win at 
Gravesend the nextday. He certainly expected 
to be on the track on Monday, and not under 
arrest or in hiding.” 

Mr. Mitohell showed the jury a turf guide con- 
taining the record of the race won by Webster's 
horse at Gravesend on Aug. 3 last. e told the 
jury he would prove that on the evening of the 
shooting Goodwin came to Webster’s room and 
slapped his face, and that when Webs<er fol- 
lowed Goodwin to the latter’s room, Goodwin 
tried to brain him with a cuspidor. 

Mr. Mitchell scored Mr. McIntyre for attack- 
ing the character of Evelyn Granville and her 
child, furnished the jury with a brief sketch of. 
Webster’s life, from his birth in Washington. 
through the stock yards at Chicago, to his final 
lodgment in the bookmaxer’s stand, apologized 
for leaving the post of a Civil Justice to try a 
criminal case, and asked the jury to acquit the 
prisoner as a “‘ manly man,” who had killed the 
dog that had insulted his wife. Webster, he de- 
clared, had not gambled since his arrest, and 
Was at present 80 poor as not to be able to pay 
the balance of his counsel’s fees. 

Fanny Romaine waa the first witness for the 
defense. She gavo her full name as Mary 
Frances Romaine, and said that one night in 
June Goodwin came home to the Percival Flats, 
in compauy with his friend Rickard, and acted 
boisterously in the hall. Subsequently he was 
locked in his room, as the witvess understood, 
and there was leud talking in his room during 
that night. Several times he came home drunk, 
and one evening in the latter part of June, 18Y1, 
he exhibited himself without attire in the halls 
of the Percival. 

On Aug. 2, the day of the shooting, Mrs. 
Webster was ill, the witness said, and the wit- 
ness spent most of the day in her room. fanning 
her. Webster got home late in the afternoon. 
He sat down on the end of the lounge on which 
his wife was lying and talked to her. About an 
hour after he got home there came a loud knook. 
Webster opened the door, and there was Good- 
win standing on.the outside in his shirt sleeves. 

“Oh, it’s you, is it?” said Goodwin, raising 
his fist. The witness was unable to see whether 
Goodwin struck Webster iu the face, but he 
made a motion to do so. and the witness be- 
lieved his tist was partly clenched. Goodwin 
walked away, and Webster, who stood fora 
minute or 80, apparently dumbfounded by the 
suddenness and nature ef the attack, followed 
him down the hall. 

Mrs. Webster jumped up from the lounge and 
followed her husband through the hall toward 
Goodwin’s room, and the witness went in Mrs. 
Webster’s footsteps. When they reached Good- 
win’s room the door was open. Webster and 
Goodwin were bothinthe room. Mrs. Webster 
went as faras the doorand the witness stood 
directly behind her, peeping into the room. 
Both women were in a state of great excite- 
ment. Goodwin and Webster stuod facing each 
other, and Goodwin had his arm raised and a 
cuaspidor in his nand, and was apparently in the 
act of hurlingi tat Webster. 

Then the witness heard a great erash, but 
whether it was caused by the cuspidor being 
thrown or dropped, or was a pistol shot, she 
was too excited to notice. Mrs. Webster 
screamed, and the witness led her forcibly back 
to her room, where she fainted. In a minute or 
two Webster returned to his rooms, put on his 
coat, stayed a few minutes, and walked out. 

Mr. Mitchell tried to bring out testimony from 
the witness regarding Goodwin's conduct 
toward her, but the court excluded the evi- 
dence. 

After a wrangle between the defense and the 
prosecution over the depositions of Mrs. Web- 
ster and the Romaine woman, taken soon after 
the shooting, the defense demanding their tem- 
porary possession, the court adjourned until 
this morning at 11 o’clock. 





INVESTIGATING THE LIFE UNION. 

The State Insurance Department. yesterday 
began an investigation into the condition of the 
Life Union Insurance Company, a mutual re- 
serve organization whose affairs have lately oe- 
cupied considerable public attention. The Life 
Union has its general offices at 234 Broadway. 
Its annual report for 1891, sworn to and filed at 
Albany, showed 2,006 certificates in force, cov- 
ering insurance amounting to $5,317,500. Ita 
actual net resources for the year amounted 
to $156,029.31, and its disbursements to 
$87,842.66, leaving a net balance on hand of 
$68,186.65. At the close of the two months 
since elapsed the company had an actual cash 
balance on hand and in bank of $65,000 in round 
numbers. 

The investigation of the Life Union by the [n- 
surance Department is claimed by the com- 
pany’s officers to have beon undertaken at their 
own request in order to set at rest and disprove 
the statements prejudicial to the standing of 
the institution set afloat by former officers who 
had been thwarted in their efforts to wreck the 
concern, and, by transferring its insured risks 
to another company, to enrich themselves to 
the extent of many thousands of dollars. This 
is the statement of the manager ofthe Life 
Union, Vice President Lucius O. Robertson. 
The examination is expected to occupy several 
days.

BROOKLYN BUILDING LAWS. 

Mayor Boody, Buildings Commissioner Platt, 
Health Commissioner Griffin, Fire Commission- 
er Ennis, and Corporation Counsel Jenks held a 
conference in the Brooklyn City Hall yesterday 
to consider the advisability of amending the 
building laws. They talked a long time and 
listened to various suggestions, but really ac- 
complished nothing. Commissioner Platt 
wanted three amendments made to the present 
laws. He asked that it be required that ail 
elevator shafts be lined with tin, that all drafts 
in the wails between floors and ceilings be shut 
a ane that all frame buildings be lined with 

ok. 

When Corporation Counsel Jenks said that 
Fire Marshal Lewis had suggested that auto- 
matic trap doors be required wherever there 
were airshafts or ventiJators, Commissioner 
Platt said ho had investigated that subject and 
that he did not think much of these traps.

@HE FIRE DEPARTMENT VERY 
SEVERELY CRITICISED, 


ETS INEFFICIENCY CLEARLY POINTED 
OUT—THE LOSSES IN DETAIL, AND 
ALL COVERED BY INSURANOE-—THE 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE NOT KNOWN. 


The stupidity displayed in fighting the big 
fire in Smith, Gray & Co.'s building, at Fulton 
tand Nevins Streets and Flatbush Avenue, 
‘Brooklyn, on Sunday, was almost the sole topic 
of conversation in that city yesterday. In the 
street cars, the public buildings, and the res- 
‘Yaurants Fire Commissioner Ennis was de- 
nounced as incompetent and his administration 
of the department held up to ridicule. He was 
especially condemned for permitting his Chief 
Engineer, Thomas F. Nevins, to go off to Flort- 
‘da in midwinter for over a month, but no sur 

rise was expressed at this, for itis well known 
that Nevins is the real head of the department, 
and that he takes no orders from Ennis, whom 
che keeps in office. 

The Fiorida trips of the Chief have become 
annual affairs. He has bought a large place 
down there, with an orange grove attached, and 
his family spends the Winter on the estate. 
Nevins recently had an elegantly appointed 
ateam yacht built in an Ohio town and had it 
shipped on a special railroad car to his Florida 
plantation. On that he and numerous of his 
political associates, who, like himself, can no 
lenger stand the rigors of the Northern Winters, 
have been spending amonthormore. They in- 
tended to return home a week ago, but a Brook- 
lyn friend received a letter two days ago stating 
that it haa been decided to wait and attend the 
big prize fight in New-Orleans to-morrow. 

In the meantime an inefficient assistant, 
James Dale, and the incompetent Ennis permit 


public property to be destroyed unnecessarily, 
and four lives to be endangered without any 
reason. 

The significant fact in connection with the 
fire, and one on which none of the officials would 
talk, was that fortwo hours the flames were 
confined to the basement, and yet they could 
not be putout. There were nineteen engines 
on hand, and they could have filled that base- 
ment with water in about twenty minutes, Such 
a course would certainly have prevented any 
spread of the flames. Assistant Chief Dale says 
he did put eight feet of water in this basement, 
but he could not say why he had stopped there. 
He intimated that there was not enough water, 
but Commissioner Ennis contradicted this when 
he said: “ There was plenty ot water, and it was 
used where it would do the most good. Itis an 
outrage to blame the department for this fire. 
The reporters have no right to judge us. I was 
present atthe fire untilit was under control, 
aud I can say the department did its utmost. I 
am entirely satisfied with the work.” 

Commissioner Ennis may have been satisfied, 
but when he went to Mayor Boody’s office sub- 
sequently to consult with several others about 
changing the building lews he found that his 
efforts had not been appreciated. What the 
Mayor said to him is not known, but Buiidings 
Commissioner Platt pitched into him for taking 
away his men and leaving the walls of the 
burned building standing in a dangerous 
condition. “I don’t see why you didn’t tear 
them down,” said Commissioner Platt. “‘ You 
had al] the apparatus on hand.” 

* Well, we had something else to do,’ retort- 
ed Ennis. “Anyhow, your department 4s the 
one to do that.” 

Later men were put to work by the Buildings 
Department tearing down the walls. 

he cause of the fire is still a mystery. Tire 
Marshal Lewis and Assistant Flynn worked on 
the case all day, but they discovered nothing 
except that the fires in the cellar were nearly 
out at 8 A. M. when the watchman left, and that 
there was no electric light plant in the place. 
There were reports of incendiarism, but they 
could not be substantiated. The members of 
the firm of Smith, Gray & Co, met during the 
afternoon and decided to rebuild on the same 
site and at once. They still refused to state 
how much stock they were carrying or how 
much insurance they had. 

The total loss as near as could be ascertained 
yesterday was about $565,000. This was made 
up as follows: Smith & Randolph, on building, 
$175,000; on goods in storage warehouse, $15v,- 
000; Smith, Gray & Co., stock, $150,000; Cox 
estate, on buildings 536- 540 Fulton Street, 
$45,000; Joseph Jefferson, on Nevins Street, 
livery stable, $15,000; L. J. Tillotson, stable, 
$3,000; J. C. Grennell, paints, $10,000; W. H. 
Hooper, pictures, $3,000; L. McLean & Sons, 
veterinary surgeons, $1,000; Louis Street, on 
building 16 Nevins Street, $5,000; Johnston 
Brothers, grocers, $5,000; Young Women’s 
Christian Association, $1,500. The insurance 
aggregates about $500,000, divided among over 
300 companies. 

The loss of $150,000 credited to Smith & Ran- 
doiph on goods in the storehouse wlll really be 
borne by several hundred people, who owned 
the furniture stored there. The books of the 
Fulton and Flatbush Storage Company were 
destroyed in the fire, but duplicates were kept 
elsewhere, and from there it was learned that 
among the losers of this kind were Mrs. Gen.

A SERIOUS ECONOMIC CRISIS FEARED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


San Josh, Costa Rica, Feb. 29.—Events of the 
past few weeks portend a serious economic 
crisis. The Government appears to be so much 
impressed with the gravity of the situation that 
it has suspended for the present efforts to secure 


loana. 

The coffee crop has been but two-thirds the 
amount of the previous year’s harvest, and the 
price is stationary at $35 per quintal. There is 
much anxiety in commercial circles, and it is 
feared that several houses will fail. 

The Catholic Union Society, headed by the 
Bishop, ie conducting a vigorous campaign 
among the people with a view to getting a ma- 
jority in the next Congress. 

In Port Limon the Jamaica negroes em- 
ployed by the railway company have threat- 
ened to strike because of the rise in the price of 
food and clothing.

IN ITS NEW QUABTERS. 


THE GREENWICH SAVINGS BANK MOVED 
UP TOWN A FEW STREETS. 


The Greenwich Savings Bask moyed yester- 
day from the building at Waverley Place and 
Sixth Avenue, which has been its home for a 
great many years, into ita new building at the 
corner of Sixteenth Street and Sixth Avenue. 
Whatever the officers of the bank have consid- 
ered a desirable thing to have in a sayings-bank 
building has been provided in the new quarters 
of the Greenwich Savings Bank. The regult is 
an office which in its arrangement and equip- 
ment ie apparently perfect. 

To start with, the room in which the bank 
does business with its customers is large, well 
ventilated, and well lighted. Savings banke do 
business with a great many persons, and though 


their customers are for the most part respect- 
able, many of them are of the sort to give uu 
olllce what is known as a “close smeil’’ when 
they congregate in large numbers, unless the 
ottice is exceptionally ventilated. It is safe to 
say that the public room in the Greenwich 
Bank's building will never smell close.” Itis 
a big room, 150 feet deep, 50 feet wide, and 60 
feet high, to say nothing of the great central 
dome, which is 31 fest in diameter and 25 feet 
high. Furthermore, a modern system of venti- 
lation has been applied to this great room, and 
there seems to be no ground to doubt that as 
fast as the odors of onions, cabbage, garlic, and 
greasy clothing are given off they will be wafted 
up the ventilator shaits. 

The provision for light is good too, There are 
windows in the centraldome and in two other 
smaller domes, but the chief reliance is upon 
wall windows, of which there are two tiera, and 
upon the sereen at the front of the room, which 
is built largely of glass. 

Customers enter the room throngh doors in 
the screen, men on the right, women on the left. 
Lanes built of brass rail lead up to the counter, 
and once in the room the customer is expected 
to pass down the lane, do his business, and then, 
having come out at the end of the lane, go out 
of another door iu the screen. 

One desideratum to whioh the arohitect’s at- 
tention was called was to have the officers so 
situated that they might constantly overlook 
the proceedings in the publicroom. This has 
been accomplished by placing the ofticers’ quar- 
ters upon a raised platform which occupies 
almost fifty feetof the rear of the great hall, 
Here the President, the Treasurer, and the Ac- 
countant have their rooms, and each as he sits 
at his desk can see all over that portion of the 
office where the clerks are engaged with the de- 
positors. 

To meet the demand of the bank people for a 
proper “pe yy ! for the account books, the 
name of which is legion, the architect has con- 
structed a great fire-proof vault in the base- 
ment, the interior dimensions of which are 26 
feet 10 inches by 23 feet. In this vault the 
account books will find ample room, Every 
morning such of them as are regularly used in 
the banking office will be p/aced upon the book 
lift and hoisted to the main floor. At night 
ane & will be taken back and locked up. The 

Se is large enough to carry a good-sized 
trac 

The two great Herring safes forthe keeping 
of money and securities are situated in the wing 
of the building. They are of even depth, 5 feet 
6 inches in the clear, and are placed end to end 
aud built together. The combined structure is 
practically surrounded by clear space. It is not 
actually suspended in midair, but it is certainly 
60 placed that no burglar can work upon it un 
der cover. It rests upon arches of brick, which 
stand out by themselves, s0 that whoever is 
charged with inspecting the safe may walk un- 
der it and satisfy himself that no attempt is 
making to enter the strong box through its bot- 
tom. The walls of the safes are 3 inches 
thick. They are built of steel and iron, 
the plates welded together. The out- 
side plate is of hard steel an inch 
thick. One safe is supposed to be stronger than 
the other, to be a “ more impossible” safe for a 
burglar to “crack.” It has an outerand an inner 
door, the combined thickness of which is nine 
inches. The outer door has no spindle in it to 
throw its bolts. Once it is shut nobody can 
open it until the time lock inside it allows an 
automatic device to work and setitfree. To 
provide against a jock-out the clock has three 
independent movements; the ordinary time 
loek has but two. 

Really the safe doors once closed, the bank’s 
front door might safely be opened and an invi- 

tation extended to burglars to come in and ex- 
perimenton the safes, but to make assurance 
doubly sure an elaborate system of electrical 
protection has been provided. Nobody can at 
night open a dooror raise a window without 
notice going to the janitor’s room, and nobody 
can do anything threatening the,security of 
the bank’s valuables without notifying the 
police that he needs looking after. Every con- 
tingeucy seems to be provided for. 

For example, puppace that burglars man- 
aged to get intothe building and that one of 
them came to the janitor’s room to stand 
guard over him. The janitor wakes up to find 
himself face to face with a seven shooter. With 
amotion scarcely more perceptible than the 
wink of an eye he presses a button that is con- 
cealed in his bed, and instantly a gong on the 
outside of the building, with a clang to it 
louder than that of an ambulance gong, sets up 

a clamor, and keeps at it until somebody comes 
to find out what the matter is. 

There are, of course, a great many contriy- 
ances about the offices designed to facilitate the 
promps dispatch of business. In the words of 

r. John Harsen Rhoades, the President of the 
bank, “ everything is there which long experi- 
ence has suggested the need of.” 


MANY LIVES IN DANGER, 
—<>———_—- 
WOMEN OVERCOME BY FRIGHT BUT 
WERE RESCUED IN TIME. 


NEWARK, Feb. 29.—A sudden buret of smoke 
and flame in the rear of the four-story building 
204 Market Street, between Broad and Mul- 
berry, endangered a number of lives this after- 
noon. . The shops of J. Jedeil & Sons, wood and 
willow ware makers, are on the third floor. The 
flames started there, and the light stuffs that 
made up the firm's stock were quickly con- 
sumed. A suffocating smoke filled the upper 
floors of the adjoining building, 202, where 
William Dixon & Co., who are also brushmakers, 


had about fifty women and girls and as many 
menemployed. Miss Castlett, the forewoman, 
was in the office when she heard the alarm. She 
ventured to epen the door leading into the hall, 
and in a trice the floors were filled with the 
dense smoke. Tho girls became panio-stricken, 
aud ran from window to door and from door to 
window agatn, shrieking at the top of their 
voices. The men who were employed in the 
place did their best to quiet them. But there 
was no escape for any of them till the firemen 
arrived. 

These went into the blinding atmosphere and 
carried the girlsdown the fire escapes. Many 
of the girls Were so overcome by fright or | 
others 80 close to asphyxiation that they were 
with difficulty revived. All hands escaped 
however, much to the relief of parents aud 
other relatives who had been summoned to the 
scene by rumors of their peril. 

Fire Chief Kiersted had a narrow escape from 
falling a victim to his own bravery. He had 
gone inte one of the upper floors to aid in the 
work of rescue, and was about to descend by 
one of the fire ladders to the street. The fire- 
men did not know, as they pointed a powerful 
stream toward the window from which he 
stepped, that he was hidden in the smoke, and 
the force of the stream almost buried him back 
into the room. He was discovered in time, 
however, to avoid serious er. 

The losses will probably reach $30,000, The 
stock of Harry W. Smith, gentlemen's furnish- 
ing goods dealer, on the ground floor, was dam- 
aged $5,000 by water. Jedell & Sons lose 
$5,000, Dixon & Co. lose $5,000, and Scarlett « 
Searlett, surveyors, whose offices were in one 
of the buildings, are said to have sustained a 
similarloss. The buildings are damaged $8,000 
to $10,000, 








STEAMER DISABLED, PILOT DROWNED. 

The British steamship Vandyck, which sailed 
from this port Feb. 19 bound for Rio Janeiro, 
yesterday returned in tow of the steamship 
Cari Rahtkers. Capt. Phelan of the Vandyck 
reports that his vessel met a heavy northeast 
gale when three days .out fromport. The gale, 
which lasted seventy hours, flooded the engine 
room, smashed rails and beats, and did much 
other damage about the deck. The pumps be- 
came choked, and before the gale broke the ship 
was completely disabled, On Thursday she 
was sighted by the KRahtkers 265 miles eust of 
Sandy Hook, The Rahktkers was bound from 
Philadelphia for England, Her commander 
agreed to tow the disabled vessel back to this 
port. 

The two vessels were sighted off Barnegat on 
Saturday by the pilot boat Edward Cooper. 
While endeavoring to board the steamship Van- 
dyck James Sinith, onefof the pilets of the Coop- 
er, fell overboard and was drowned. His bo y 
was recovered and brought to this port. He 
was a Norwegian by birth, forty years old, and
